Lv  oxamiiiing  the  charter-chests  of  Scottish  famUies.  Antiquaries  have  fre- 
quently lind  to  regret  the  loss  of  aucieiit  iiiuuiments  Ijy  fii'e.  The  Stirliiigs 
of  IvL'ir.  like  too  mauy  others,  ^ulfereil  froiij  tliis  cause  at  an  early  period. 
Diu-ing  the  war  between  King  James  III.  ami  his  son  the  Prince  of  Scot- 
l:ini-l,  in  the  year  1-4SS.  >Sir  William  ^f tilling,  Kniglit  of  Keir.  joined  the 
I'rince  and  his  party :  and  on  one  occasion,  tlie  Prince  liaving  taken  shelter 
in  the  tower  of  the  Keir.  the  King  besieged  it,  succeeded  in  dri\nng  out 
the  Prince,  and  lau-ned  the  tower  to  the  ground.  The  iamily  charter.s  were 
burned  at  the  same  time,  as  appears  frum  a  giant  by  King  James  IV.  soon 
.after  his  succession  to  the  thnjue.  in  tavour  of  his  adherent,  Sir  William 
Stirling,  which,  though  ii  .supplied  the  loss  of  the  writs,  and  gave  him  a 
good  feudal  title  to  the  barony  of  Keir,  does  not  furnish  the  infonnation 
which  would  have  been  atfonkd  by  the  earlier  fomily  iniuu'rnents. 

The  Stirling  family  have  continued  in  posscssiiMi  of  the  barony  of  Keir 
ever  since,  and  have  also  acqiured  many  other  properties,  each  acquisition 
bringing  with  it  the  usual  feudal  progi-ess  of  title-deeds,  including  those 
of  their  earliest  inheritance  of  Cawtler ;  there  is  thus  in  the  united  reposi- 
tories of  Keir  and  Cawder.  a  well  stored  chartei'-chest,  from  wliich  tliis 
collection  is  chiefly  compiled. 

The  present  vohime  has  been  arranged  in  four  divisions :  The  first 
contains  an  account  of  the  Slirlings  of  Keir  and  Cawder :  The  second,  an 
account  of  the  branches  of  the  Stirling  family,  and  of  several  famiUes  con- 
ncotcd  u-ith  the  SLirliugS;  at  least  by  naine :  Tliu  third  contains  the  Charters 
and  other  Family  Papers  :  and  the  fomth,  the  Letters. 
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Aj^  account  of  the  origiu  of  the  8tirlings,  and  of  each  successive  genera- 
tion, being  fuUy  given  iu  the  first  divi^sion  of  tin's  vohune,  it  is  uaneccpf^ary 
here  to  enter  upon  their  general  history :  a  few  of  the  more  remarkable  in- 
cidents connected  T^ith  the  tamily  may  1>e  glanced  at.  The  Stirlings  first 
appear  as  ovmers  of  land  iu  the  twelfth  century.  After  possessing  lands 
in  difterent  counties,  they  acquired,  in  the  reign  of  "William  th.e  Lion,  the 
estate  of  Cawder,  which  has  continued  in  the  family,  without  interruption. 
to  the  present  time  —  a  period  of  nearly  seven  centui-ies.  Few  families  can 
boast  of  an  inheritance  wliicli  has  descended  tlu-ough  so  long  a  line  of  an- 
cestors. 

After  continuing  for  ten  generations  in  the  ilircct  male  line,  the  Cawder 
estate,  in  the  sixteenth  century,  descended  to  an  heiress,  who  married  her 
kinsman,  8ii-  James  Stirling  of  Keir ;  and  thus  the  Cawder  and  Keir 
families  became  united ;  the  two  estates  have  ever  shice  been  held  by  the 
same  proprietor.  Xot  the  least  interesting  part  of  the  fulli>wing  narrative, 
is  the  story  of  the  ill-fated  heiress  of  Cawder.' 

Keir  was  first  aociuired  by  the  Stirling  family  in  the  year  144S.  Lukas 
Stirling,  who  had  jn-eviously  po->cssed  lands  iu  Fife  and  Strathern,  pur- 
chased Keir  from  Ci-eovge  Leslie  of  that  ilk,  ancestor  of  the  Earls  of  Rothes. 
Sir  WiUiam,  the  grandson  of  Lukas,  got  Keu  erected  into  a  barony  by 
King  James  IIL  who  aflervrards  burned  the  tower.  Sir  AX'illiam  has  been 
accused  of  being  a  party  to  the  assassination  of  Jaraes  111.  at  the  battle  of

Sir  John,  the  fourth  Laird  of  Keir,  added  greatly  to  the  family  estates 
Iictweeu  the  years  1.517  and  1.53.3.  lie  took  a  prominent  part  in  the  public 
events  of  his  time,  and  held  the  oflBce  of  Shcritl'  of  Perth  in  151G.  After 
the  death  of  Kiug  James  IV.  at  Flodden,  the  cuslmly  of  the  young  King's 
jierson  was  ommitted  to  him.  He  was  foi-lcited  for  uppeai-iug  at  the  battle 
•  if  Linlithgow  against  the  King's  aiithority  in  152(),  but  was  restored  in  the 
f.iUowing  year.  He  founded  a  chaplaimy  hi  the  Cathedral  church  of  Dun- 
blane in  IjO'J.  Sir  John's  adventure  with  Squire  Meldrum  was  less  in  keep- 
ing -with  the  spirit  of  this  pious  foundation  than  with  the  lawless  character 
of  tht'  age,  which  is  f  irther  shown  in  the  .subse(.;[ueut  cruel  slaughter  of  the 
knight  liimself 

His  son,  Sir  James,  was  the  husband  of  the  heiress  of  Cawder.  He 
divorced  his  wife,  but  retained  her  estate,  and  thus  added  considerably  to 
the  wealth  of  the  family.  He  was  appointed  by  Ivuig  James  VI.  one  of 
the  judges  who  tried  Moiton  for  the  murder  of  Darnley,  and  pronomiced 
sentence  of  death  on  the  Eegent. 

Sir  Ge<.nge  Stirling,  great  grandson  of  Sir  James,  was  intimately  con- 
nected with  his  kinsman,  the  first  Marquis  of  Montrose,  and  was  prosecuted, 
in  ICi^l,  by  the  Committee  of  Estates,  as  one  of  the  '  Plottere.'  Sk  George 
was  with  ]\Ioutrose  at  the  rout  of  Pliiliphaugh,  the  only  occasion  on  which 
•  this  quiet  knight  was  found  associated  in  arms  with  his  great  cavalier  chief 
After  the  death  of  Sir  George  without  siu^-iving  issue,  the  estates  of  Keir 
and  Cawder  were  inherited  by  his  cousin  ^Vichibald  Stirhug,  Lord  Garden, 
a  Lord  of  Session  of  some  distinction  in  the  reign  of  Charks  II. 

James  Stirling,  gianclson  of  Lord  Garden,  was  a  keen  Jacobite,  and 
was  tried  for  an  alleged  c  :>nspiracy  in  favour  of  the  Stuart  family  in  ITOS. 
but  acquiiteil  In  the  Tales  of  a  Grandfather,  vol.  ii.  p.  208,  Sir  Walter 
Sentt  has  pri}served  the  fjlli  'wing  anecdote  in  regard  to  his  trial  — '  The

The  third  division  consists  of  the  Charters  and  other  Family  Papers. 
They  extend  from  the  raiddle  of  the  thirteenth  cenliiry  to  the  close  of  the 
seventeenth,  later  tlian  which  it  has  been  deemed  unnecessary  to  continue 
them.  ]Most  of  the  original  writs  are  at  Keir ;  where  this  is  not  the  case, 
the  place  of  deposit  is  noted  iu  the  Abstract.  The  whole  of  th.c  charters 
have  been  arranged  iu  chronological  order,  exce[)t  where  the  terms  vt'  the 
>vrits  required  a  ditierent  arrangement.  Tiie  t'ormal  passages  of  many  of  the 
charters  have  beon  abridged,  to  prevent  useless  repetition,  which  is  indicated 
by  marks  of  omission.  Words  contracted  in  the  original  writs  have  been 
printed  in  txtruso,  although  the  retaining  or  discharging  of  contractions  is 
a  (piestion  ou  wliich  editors  have  diliercil  —  the  same  editor  occasionally  dis- 
charging and  retaining  the  contractions  —  and,  it  may  not  be  considered  a 
matter  of  much  conscijuenco.  But  the  preference  has  been  given  to  print- 
ing the  words  in  e.ctentv.  even  where  tliey  are  contracted  in  the  nriginal 
Anits. 

A  full  Al)stract  of  all  the  Charters  being  given,  it  is  imnecessary  to  de- 
scribe tlicm  pariicularly  here.     A  few  uf  the  writs  may  be  briefly  noticetl. 

The  contract  of  marriage  in  1501  shows  how  matrimonial  alliances  were 
occasionally  arranged  at  that  date:  Sir  Patrick  Ilimie  of  Polwarth,  and  Sir 
William  Stirling  of  Keir,  agree  that  John  of  Stirling,  son  of  Sir  William, 
should  marry  Margaret,  daughter  of  Sir  Patrick,  and  failing  her,  Sibbale  her 
sister,  and  so  forth,  as  long  as  Sir  Patrick  had  a  la«iul  ilaughter,  until  the 
maniago  shoidd  be  completed,  which  should  be  •  ut  the  lauchful  age  of  the 
■  said  baruis.  the  maill  being  of  fourteen  years  and  the  female  twelve  years.' 
The  contract  does  not  show  the  ages  of  the  respective  •  barnis,'  when  they 
were  thus  bound  for  better  and  worse  by  their  parents  ;  but  they  Tm\<  have 
been  of  very  tender  years,  being  under  fourteen  and  twi.-lvc.  It  cannot  be 
matter  of  wonder,  that  such  prematiue  alliances,  arranged  with«/.it  rtgard 
to  the  feelings  of  the  parties  most  interested,  otbn  proved  unhappy,  an.l  led 
to  separations  and  divorces. 
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T\)§  contract  between  tb.e  Guvernors  of  l.)uniV>artou  Castle  iu  1510.  gives 
a  minute  detail  of  the  furniture  of  tlie  castle  and  chaiiel,  as  it  was  handed 
over  by  the  old  Governor  to  th.e  new.  There  is  notice  of  "  Wallas-tour,' '  and 
'  Sauct  Patrikis  Chapell  situat  within  the  Castale,  mth  anc  auld  ]\[es.s  hiik 
'  of  jierchcmcnt,'  and  many  other  '  furnishing^.' 

The  retour  of  George  JSlirling  of  Glorat,  on  15th  January  1537,  show.s 
that  Matthew,  Earl  of  Lennox,  Regent  of  Scotland,  was  born  on  the  day 
of  Saint  Matthew-  the  Apostle,  and  named  after  him,  as  it  is  stated  that  the 
Earl  attained  his  twenty-first  year  on  that  day. 

The  decree  by  the  Bishop  of  Dunblane,  in  153".>.  is  not  without  value 
in  reference  to  the  designations  applied  to  legitimate  as  distinguished  from 
illegitimate  chilih-en.  Two  ladies  arc  there  styled  the  natural  lawful  daugh- 
ters and  heirs  of  their  father,  while  other  two  are  styled  the  natural  daugh- 
ters of  the  same  parent,  and  are  declared  to  be  illegitimate. 

The  passport  by  Oliver  Cromwell  In  1G53  contains  a  fine  imiircs>inn  of 
his  seal,  which  has  been  accurately  engraved. 

The  last  article  of  this  division  is  a  IJogi^ter  «'if  Dirths.  ilarriages,  and 
Deaths,  which  was  coimncnced  in  1G13  by  Sir  .John  Stirling,  father  of  Lord 
Garden,  and  has  been  continued  to  the  prc-ent  time. 

The  earliest  charter  in  the  collection,  an  ol)ligation  by  King  James  II. 
for  a  piuneiit  out  of  tlie  tocher  uf  3Iary  of  Gi'.el«lers  to  Kobert  Livingstone 
the  comptroller,  who  was  afterwards  hanged,  the  process  of  Dispensation  in 
11G0  for  the  marriage  of  Henry  Linngstone.  and  some  other  writs,  appear 
entitled  to  a  place  iu  the  eolleclion.  althoU!;h  their  only  connection  with 
the  Stiilings,  is  their  being  preserve<l  in  the  chaitcr-chest  of  the  Glorat 
branch. 

Wliere  a  seal  is  attached  to  a  charter,  tlie  armorial  bearings  appearing 
on  the  seal  have  been  dc'^crilied,  as  the  ensigns,  of  heraldry  often  disclose  in- 
teresting facts  in  the  history  of  families.

An 
at.iple  Abstract  of  the  printed  letters  is  given;  one  or  two  may  be  more 
sjM'eially  noticed. 

Two  of  the  letters,  which  folL.>w  each  other  in  order  o£  time,  are  tium 
Generals  Thomas  Dalzell  of  Dinns  :'.nd  Alexander  Leslie,  Earl  of  Leveu. 
•hidgin,!:;  from  these  specimens  of  their  penmanship,  Dalzell  and  Leslie, 
although  both  brave  soldiers,  were  Init  inditferent  scholars.  They  had  been 
better  trained  to  their  swords  than  their  pens.  The  bad  spclUug  of  distin- 
gni.<hed  men  of  those  times  is  sometimes  excu.-<ed,  as  there  were  then  no 
settled  rules  of  orthogra[iliy.  Tiiis  is  true  to  a  certain  extent  ;  but  where 
.'specimens  of  spelling  in  tlie  seventeenth  century  are  found  to  assimilate  to 
the  mode  of  spelling  now  in  use,  such  specimens  must  be  regarded  as  good 
sj.ielliug,  compared  \\-ith  the  letters  of  Leslie  and  Dalzell. 

The  third  letter  after  Lord  Leven's  is  from  the  great  Marquis  of  ilontrose, 
whose  letter  contrasts  favourably  in  [toint  of  orthogiaphy  with  those  from  hi> 
two  contemporary  Genends.  Montrose  w;is  a  scholar  as  well  as  a  soldier, 
and  although  Ixis  stutUes  at  St.  Anihews  were  interrupted  by  Ids  early  mar- 
riage, and  the  troubles  of  the  times,  he  retained  a  I'.ve  for  the  classics.  The 
Latin  motto  used  on  the  seal  of  this  letter,  was  probably  selected  by  liim- 
self,  ioon  after  his  creation  as  r^Ianpus,  in  rcfeienco  to  his  loyal  daring: 
'  Suhliiiii  triinnplaf  f>fo. 

Such  are  the  materials  found  in  the  charter-chest  of  tins  old  barumal 
family.  Far  from  locking  up  his  family  nmniinents  from  the  liuht  ot  day. 
tlie  present  ovNnier  has,  \\-ith  an  enlightened  liberality,  opened  thcTu  to  his 
friends  by  means  of  the  present  volume,  wliich  may  perhaps  be  not  less  acceji- 
table  to  some  of  his  kinsmen  than  his  oiiginal  works  have  been  to  the  public 
•  tt  large.  This  is  probably  the  tirst  work  of  the  kind  executed  by  a  ^eotti.»h 
proprietor  at  his  own  sole  chtuge.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  that  the  good  example 
tlius  set.  may  yet  lie  geJieraily  followed  by  the  owners  of  other  ancient 
eliai-tor-chcsts.      The    Editor    has   {.loasure   in   >t:<tiiig.    that   already,   M-veral 
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uoKieiJeu  (»t  enlightiniuil  views  cuntem[>uit<.'  siiuiiar  voliiiues  <>t  their  tamily 
papers.'  ^lo^t  of  the  valiiabk'  occle^iasrici'.l  cliailiiliuies  of  Sct'tlarnl  liave 
been  printed  by  the  Eannatnie.  Maitlaud,  and  otLer  literary  and  antiquarian 
.societies ;  and  were  all.  ov  even  a  considerable  prop'.ation  uf  the  lay  cliarter- 
chests  to  be  similarly  prei^erved,  a  gi-eat  mass  of  very  valuable  material^. 
now  in  many  cases  dccryinC;  woidd  le  made  available  fur  historical  and 
antiquarian  piuposes.  It  is  the  fasluon  among  some  to  despise  family  his- 
tory, and  to  impute  to  such  works  as  the  present  vain  or  selfish  m^ltives. 
But  this  is  a  great  mistake.  The  public,  more  than  individual  owners  of 
private  muniments,  profit,  by  securing-  them,  tlu'ough  the  instramcntality 
of  the  press,  fivm  destruction  by  accident  nr  the  depredations  of  time. 

Family  history  may  indeed  be  considered  the  most  limited  of  all  history, 
but  it  is  generally  interesting  ;  and  although  tlie  account  of  any  one  family, 
however  long  its  descent,  may  l)e  but  a  fraguicnt  of  the  lu.-t<>ry  of  a  nation, 
it  must  be  remembered,  that  even  the  history  of  a  nation  itself  is  but  a  frag- 
ment of  the  history  i."»f  the  worUL

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that  uo  claim  was  ewv  niaJe  by  any  one  as  (.leriviug  doscent  from  Henry, 
nor  any  allusion  made  {>>  tliuir  riirhts  dmini;  the  keen  discussions  between 
the  niaay  ea.2;t'r  clainiauls,  is  sutiicicnt  of  it^jlf  to  establish  his  illegiUmacy. 

The  statement  by  I\Ir.  Fairbaiin.  that  Henry  de  kSlrivelin  was  the  progenitor 
of  tlie  Kcir  family,  and  oiher<  of  that  name,  *ests  on  the  supposition,  that 
Heury  was  the  first  who  adi:>[)ted  the  sirname  of  De  Strivelln.  and  the  root 
or  origin  of  all  the  families  of  that  sirname.  But  this  supposiiion  is  tis  erro- 
neous as  that  regardini:^  his  legit imacy.  It  can  be  sliown.  that  before  Henry 
could  have  been  br.rn.  there  was  at  least  one  tamily  of  Strivelin  who  inherited 
lands  in  different  counties  of  Scotland. 

Henry's  father.  Earl  David,  was  born  in  1  b44.  Henry  Avas  his  youngest 
son.  and  could  not  well  have  been  born  bef<.>ie  his  father  was  eighteen  years  of 
age,  that  is.  before  11<^2.  Nc^w.  in  the  time  of  David  I.  who  died  in  ri.')3, 
and  who  was  Henry's  great  ^Tandfather.  and  also  in  the  time  of  Earl  David's 
owni  father.  Prince  Henry,  who  died  in  11;')2.  there  tiourishcd  "Walter  de 
Striveliug,  who  witnessed  charters  granted  by  King  David  and  Prince  Henry. 
Tliis  Walter  de  Striveling  must  have  been  born  at  the  latest  twenty  years 
before  1152.  to  enable  him  to  witness  charters  by  Prince  Henry.  Walter  was 
thus  older  than  Henry  do  Strivelin,  or  even  his  father  Earl  David. 

Another  Striveling  was  therefore  established  before  the  existence  of  Hetny 
de  Striv.'lia.  Like  him.  "Walter  de  Striveling  had  doubtless  derived  his 
sirname  from  the  town  of  Stirling,  if  he  was  not  tho  successor  of  others  who 
ind  done  so  at  a  still  earlier  period,  of  whom  no  trace  has  been  found.  But 
whether  Walter  was  tlie  tir.-r  who  adopted  the  sirnauie  of  Stirling,  or  merely 
the  representative  of  others  who  had  previously  ilune  so,  the  sirname — dating 
it  even  from  the  days  of  Walter  himself — is  of  hiuh  antiquity,  and  as  old 
as  any  other  Scottish  sirname,  which  has  continut-d  in  direct  male  succes- 
sion from  the  days  of  David  J.^

S.venil  liLtorioul  and  yeuealoyical  wiUers  assert,  tluit  Waller  do  i^trndiii- 
wa.s  the  aucestor  of  the  Stirlings  of  Kcir,  but  no  one  lias  hitherto  tracnl 
111'.'  descendants  of  Waller. 

As  the  descent  of  the  family  now  to  be  stated  embraces  a  jieriud  of  more 
than  seven  ceutixries.  and  includes  twenty  successive  generations,  it  \vt41  be 
con\enient  to  classify  the  v.liole  under  fuur  heads  or  chapters,  of  which  the 
first  will  show  the  early  ueuerations  f>i  the  Stirlings,  from  "Walter  de  tftriue- 
lyng  in  1130,  to  "William  de  Striuelyng,  Avho  died  in  131)3;  the  second  will 
trace  the  descent  from  Lukas  of  Strivelyng;  (son  of  William),  the  lirst  of  the 
tiiniily  who  acquired  the  lands  of  Keir.  to  Sir  James  Striveliug,  who  married 
the  heiress  of  Cawder  in  1534,  and  thus  united  the  tamilies  of  l\eir  and 
Cawder,  being  the  period  from  1370  to  1588  ;  the  third  from  Sir  Arehibahl 
Stirling,  who  succeeded  Sir  James  iu  Keir  and  Cawder  in  1588,  to  James 
Stirling  of  Keir  and  Cawder,  who  forfeited  those  E-tatcs  by  his  adhesion 
to  the  Stuarts  in  1715;  and  the  fourth  from  John  Stu'liug,  son  of  James, 
to  William  Stirling,  the  present  proi>rietor.

Bisiio])  of  (Jl:t<^go\v.  This 
confirmation  was  made  at  Pioxburiih.  ou  the  Kah-nds  of  July,  without  tlie 
year  being  slated :  Imt  it  mu>t  have  l)eeii  previmih.  to  12th  June  1152,  when 
Prince  Henry  dieJ.^ 

Walter  do  t^triiielin-j:  had  t^vo  son-;.  IVter  de  Strineling,  and  John,  wh(» 
adopted  the  sirname  of  Lainhdeue.  from  th.c  Uiuds  of  that  name  in  Teviotdale, 
which  he  inlierited  from  his  fatlier.  This  appears  from  a  chailer  granted  by 
'  Joliainics  de  Lambdcne,  tilins  Walteri  de  .Strineliug,'  to  tlie  chm-ch  of  Kelso. 
of  a  toft  and  croft,  and  eight  acres,  in  the  village  of  Lambdeuc,  circa  IIGO.- 
To  this  charter  "Walter,  the  son  of  John,  is  a  witness.^ 

Nisbet  says,  tliat  '  Stirling  of  Keir  has  always  been  reckoned  the  prin- 
•  cipal  flimily  of  the  name,  and  thou'jht  to  be  descended  from  Walter  de 
'  Striveline.'*  and  Sir  James  Dah-ym])le,  that  '  Walter  de  Strivelyn  was 
'  perhaps  the  predecessor  of  Stirling  of  Keir."'*  It  will  now  be  shown,  while 
tracing  the  successive  generations  of  the  family,  that  the  general  belief,  as 
expressed  by  these  writers,  is  well  fotmded.

The  marches  were  perambulated  by  Richard  do  Morevill- 
ilic  Constable,  Peter  de  Striveline,  and  others.'  This  charier  is  not  dated, 
liui  it  must  have  been  granted  before  the  year  1189,  in  which  the  Con- 
>table  died. 

As  Peter  the  suii  of  Walter  was  pn-ipiietor  of  the  lands  of  Cainbu'^barnin 
in  Stirlingshire,  in  addition  to  the  lands  of  Edinhame  in  Tevioldale,  ii 
is  probable  that  he  had  inherited  the  former  as  well  as  the  latter  from  his 
futher.- 

IVtcr  do  Striuelyiig  had  one  s^u  Alexander,  and  is  supposcvl  to  have  been 
also  the  lather  of  Thomas  de  Striuehnig,  who  was  Archdeacon  ("f  Glasgow 
and  Chaucellor  of  .Sootlaud,  kc.  This  Thomas  appears  fre([nently  as  a  wit- 
ness in  charters  by  King  Alexander  II.  Among  other  instances,  a  charter 
granted  by  that  King  to  tlie  Hospital  of  Soltre,  dated  at  Stirling  on  the 
la-t  (by  of  September,  and  the  eleventh  year  of  his  reign  (  ]2l15).  is  attested 
\<y  'Thoma  de  Striuel>^lg  Archidiacono  Gia>guensi,  Gilberto  de  Striuclyng. 

■  Alexandro  tilio  Patricio  de  Striuclyng.'  Another  charter  by  the  same  King, 
dated  Kdinbia'^h  the  13lii  September,  the  fnurtecnth  year  of  the  King's  reign

From  the  eluiiter  l>y  King  AkxauJor  II.,  dutod  at  Stilling  30th  September 
1225,  alM)vc  (.[uotod.  it  aiipcars  tliat  Alexander,  son  of  Peter  de  Striueh-ng,  was 
a  witness  along  with  Thomas  do  Striuelyng,  Archdeacon  of  Glasgow,  his  sup- 
posed hrotlicr.  and  GiU)t.rt  de  Strinolyng,  who  may  have  been  a  brotber  or 
other  relative  of  Alexander  and  Thomas.  Alexander  witnessed  numerous 
other  charters  by  "William  the  Lion  and  Alexander  II.  About  the  year 
1180,  the  lands  of  'Cader'  and  otbers,  were  given  to  the  Bisbop  of  Glasgow 
by  AVilliara  tlie  Lion,  for  the  safety  of  his  soul.-  i^oon  afterwards  the  bishop 
appears  to  have  fcued  out  the  lands  of  Cawder  to  Sir  Alexander  de  Striueling, 
whose  descendants  have  continued  to  liold  tbeni  for  centuries  i.nder  the  Bishops 
of  Glasgow  and  their  suceessurs. 

Sir  Alexander  de  Strnieling  endowed  a  cha[)lainry  at  tbc  altar  of  St.  Servan, 
which  be  bad  f  )unded  in  tbe  Cathedral  C'burch  of  Glasgow,  with  three  merks 
annually  '  de  molendiu'?  n'.eo  de  Cador.'^^  Tbe  cbarter  of  endowment  is  not 
dated,  but  the  first  witness  named  in  it  is  '  II.  de  Mortuomari.'  dean  of 
Glasgow,  who  also  witnessed  anotber  grant  in  1221;*  and  tbe  grant  by 
Sir  Alexander  may  tberef'.re  be  held  to  bave  been  made  about  tbat  date.  It 
was  certainly  betore  12o2,  as  it  was  confinne-d  by  Waker  bi>bop  of  Glasgow 
•rhu  died  in  Ibat  year.'' 

In  a  cbartrr  by  William,  sou  of  Patrick,  Earl  of  L>unbar.  to  tbe  churcb 
of  Kelso,  dated  1241,'^  the  first  witness  i.s  '  Domino  Alexandro  de  Striuelin 
'  tunc   (Jonstabulario   de   Poke.^bin-g ;"   an   otHce   wbieb   was   iben  of  great

Sir  Alexander  appears  to  have  been  succeeded  in  his  otiice  of  shiiitV  ..t 
Stirlingslme  by  his  sou. 

IV.  Joiix  DK  Stricei.txg  of  Oc'Hiltuf.e.  Arc. 
[l-2-n-1270.] 
Under  the  designation  of  Sheritf  of  fc>iirling.  he  witnessed  a  charter  of  Alex- 
ander II.  dated  at  Kirktune,  12th  September,  in  the  28th  year  of  the  hitiiis 
reign  (1241).^  John  de  Strivilen  cuntirmed  to  the  hos[>ital  of  Soltre  a  tott  and 
a  croft  in  his  manor  of  Ochiltree,  with  curamon  of  pasture  for  four  c.>\vs.  12 
ewes,  with  their  lambs  of  one  year  old.  and  also  one  thrave  of  corn  from  i-\  t  ly 
carrucate  of  his  lands ;  and  of  Ids  men,  wherever  they  might  be,  on  the  sdurlicrii 
side  of  the  Forth.  To  that  gi-aut  Gahred  prepositiis  de  Ochiltree  was  a  wittk-s.'^ 
John  is  presumed  to  have  had  three  sons  — 

1.  Alexander  Striveliug  of  Cawder,  fn-m  whom  do<cendL-d  Janet  Stirling:, 
heiress  of  Cawder,  who  was  married  to  her  kinsman.  Sir  James  Stirling  "t 
Keir,  as  v,ill  afterwards  be  >een. 

2.  Sir  John  of  Carse  and  Alvu.     Sir  John  de  Striveling,  Knight,  and  Wil- 
liam dc  Striveling,  his  brother,  are  witnesses  in  a  charter  by  William  d<- 
Kynmonde  without  date,  but  prob;d)ly  ;ibout  the  year  1290.^'     Sir  J-'im  w  ,, 
present  at  the  pleadings  between  Bruce  and  Ealiul  for  the  Sci-tch  On.un  m 
121)2,  anil  there,  with  the  rest,  gave  his  homage  to  Edward  as  suverri-n  and 
lord  paramount.     Crawfurd,  in  his  Remarks  on  the  Rag- 
man Roll  (whieli  was  sul)scribed  by  John  de  Striueliug),  "-^ 
says   that   he  '  is   the  ancestor  of  the  Stirlings  of  Ah  n  > 
'  and   Car.se,  of  the   .'^ame  family  with  the   StirUngs   ..t' 
'  Cadder.'     The  seal  of  arms  of  John,  as  appended  to  tiie      . 
Ragman  Roll,  is  still  i-reserveth  and  the  shield  bears  ..-i       ^-i^^^^^^^^ 
a  chief,  three  buckles,  as  shown  in  the  annexed  wo"dciit. 

Sir  J..hn  dc  Striueliug  was  sheriti'  and  tor-.-^er  ..f  Cluokmannan,  ■.md  l-rd 
..f  the  Carse  of  Stirling,  and  of  Alveth,  and  (iie  sup-Ti-iity  ..f  (»<-h.Iir.r  in

Sir  David  Lindsay's  HeraMic  work,  v.hicli  was  written  in  the  middle  of 
the  IGth  century,  gives  tht-  anus  of  Stirling  of  Keir  \nth  the  Bond  engrailed, 
and  tho«e  of  Cawder  with  the  Bend  phiin,  as  sliown  in  the  fac  simile  opposite. 
Xisbet  mentions,  that  in  the  Huu>e  of  Falahill.  the  Keir  arms,  with  the  Bend 
engi-ailed,  were  illuminated  with  those  of  many  others  of  the  Barons  of 
Scotland  in  the  year  16<>4.- 

W'ith  such  variation  in  the  use  of  engrailing  the  Bend,  both  by  the  Cawder 
and  Keir  families,  little  weight  can  be  attachcil  to  it  as  an  heraldic  test  of  cadency.

As  ab-cady  stated  (pp.  7-8).  the  third  son  of  John  de  Striveling  (No.  J\'.) 
was  Sir  William  de  Strivelinsr,  Knight.  Pie  mtnes.sed  a  charter  by  ^V'illialu 
("nmrlay  to  the  Abbey  of  Melrose,  in  the  year  1293,"-  aud  with  Sir  John  de 
Strivelinir,  bis  brother,  he  witnessed  a  charter  by  A\'illiam  de  Kiunumde  to 
the  Abbey  of  Cambuskenneth."'  Sir  James  Balfour,  in  his  Blazons,  hays, 
that  in  the  year  1292,  '  Sir  ^^llianl  Stirling  carried,  parted  per  te.sse,  sable 
•  and  or.  three  buckles  of  the  last  on  the  first.' ^ 

Several  seals,  belonging  to  persons  of  the  name  of  Stilling,  are  api.en.ied 
to  the  Dteds  of  Homage— commonly  called  the  Bagman  Bolls— which  were 
i  xaeted  by  Edward  I.  from  the  Scottish  Ban.us  in  12i*2  and  129i;.  and  are

John  Striveline  of  Moray,  chief  of  the  family  of  Strive-  -i  -i-i^i^'^ 
ling,  which  settled  in  .Moray.  Alexander  de  Strivelinj;  acquired  lauds  tbeie 
before  1234.  by  marriage  with  a  dau£:hter  of  Freskin  de  Kerdale.  a  near  rela- 
tive of  the  gi-eat  tamily  of  de  Moravia,*  and  Sir  John  was  probably  the  son  of 
that  marriage.  The  mullets  borne  by  liim  were  the  arms  of  the  ]\[oray  family, 
and  either  through  the  inieinianiage  fif  hi^  father,  or  from  his  being  a  vas.sal 
of  that  family,  he  had  assumed  the  mullets  as  arms  of  alliance  or  dependence. 
The  origin  of  the  lktckle>',  which  have  for  .so  long  a  jieriod  lieen  tlie  chief 
Stii-ling  arms,  has  not  been  ascertaiiiol.  Buckles,  clasps,  and  rings  hi 
heraldry,  'represent  power  and  autlmrity  in  the  bearers,  as  also  an  ackuow- 
'  lodgment  of  a  de[)eadence  of  suvereign  powers;  for  such  things  were  of 
'  old  ordinary  gifts  of  superiors,  as  bad'i'cs  of  tidolity  and  firmness.'-  Kunkle 
of  that  ilk,  an  old  family  in  Berwickshire,  carried  on  a  Bend  three  buckles. 
Through  intcrmanii'ge.  tin-  I';'i-uKy  or  Lennox  Stewarts  tjuartcred  these 
Buckles  with  their  own  ann<.  It  is  in.>ssil)le,  that  one  of  the  early  Stirlings. 
\\j|io  settled  iu  the  border  cnunties.  may  have  intermarried  with  the  Bunkles, 
and  thus  acquired  the  Buckles  iu  the  i-nmo  maimer  as  the  Stewarts.  The 
Buckles  are  the  well-known  badge  nf  the  Lc.'^lic  tamily,  and  though  the 
Stirlings  acquired  Keir  from  them,  it  is  certain  that  they  did  n<»t  then  a'isume 
the  Buckles,  for  it  can  be  shown  that  they  carried  them  two  centuries  at  least 
before  thei.''  acquisition  of  Keir. 

It  is  worthy  of  notice,  that  the  ancient  family  of  Calder  carried  Buckles;' 
and  the  present  Earl  of  Cawdor,  as  representing  them,  (juarters  the  Buckles 
with  his  own  Camiibell  cnat.  It  is  po'^s.ible.  tliat  Cawder  in  Lanarkshire  may 
have  Ijelonged  to  u  family  of  that  name  I)efi>re  it  was  granted  by  William  the 
Lien  to  tiio  Bishdp  of  Gla-gow  ;  and  that  Alexander  Slriveling.  on  liis  aoquir-

John  de  Striwel}-ne  married  Mary,  the  aunt  of  Jc>hn  of  Argyll,  Lord  of  Lorn, 
the  last  of  the  male  line  of  the  ancient  Lords  of  Lorn,  who  claimed  descent 
from  Dugal.  the  son  of  Sonierled  of  Argyle  and  the  Isles.  John  of  Lorn 
gianted  to  Mary,  his  aunt,  the  wife  of  John  de  Sirevelyn,  the  lands  of  lla- 
thoran.  and  others,  in  Lorn,  to  be  held  of  the  granter  for  papnent  of  a  pair 
of  spurs.  This  charter  is  dated  at  Perth  on  the  Xativhy  of  St.  Mary  1338  ;  - 
and  it  was  perhaps   granted  to  the  lady  on  the  occasi<jn  of  her  marriao-e. 

In  the  following  year,  1339,  John  de  Striwelyne  and  Alan  Boyd,  styled  by 
Fordun  '  valentes  armigeri.'  commanded  the  Archers,  under  the  Steward  of 
Scotland,  at  the  siege  of  Perth,  when  they  were  both  slain.* 

The  death  of  John  de  Striwelyne  at  Perth  is  also  recorded  by  Wyntoun 
in  his  Crnnykil  —

He  acquired  the  lands  of  Piatherue  or  Quoisx^*,  ^vhich  lie  in  the  parish  of 
Dunblane,  about  the  end  of  the  Iflh  "r  be- inning-  of  the  loth  centu-.-y.  On 
8th  October  1414,  he  obtained  a  charter  from  Euphciniii  Coiuitess  Palatine 
of  Stratherne,  of  the  lauds  of  Wester  Itathcrnc,  in  the  earldom  of  Stratheriie, 
under  a  limitation  to  him  and  the  heirs-mal'^  of  his  body,  whom  flulin<?,  to 
William  of  Strivelvne,  Lord  of  Cadar.  and  the  heirs-male  of  his  body,  whom 
failin*'-.  to  the  nearest  heirs-male  of  the  sirname  of  Strcvelyne,  whom  failinj;, 
to  the  said  Lucas's  nearest  heirs  whomsuL-ver.  whom  failii\ir,  to  return  to 
the  Comitess  and  her  heirs.-'  This  charter  i>r.jeeeds  upon  the  resignation 
made  by  Lukas,  in  consequence  of  a  taillio  between  him  and  the  Siiid  William 
of  Strevelync  of  Cadar,  who  appears  to  have  been  his  nearest  heir-male, 
f\iiliiig  his  own  children.  This  tamily  arrau.i^ement  l-y  tlie  two  cousins,  at 
so  early  a  [jcriod,  eorD.-boi-ates  the  relatiniishi[i  between  them.

'  situatiiHi,  construction,  pros]iect  and  materials  :  which  is  a  stnaig  pre- 
'  sumption  at  least,  if  not   a  dear  proof,  that  their  use   was  the  same.'' 

In  the  neighboTU'ing  pirish  of  Ivii>pen,  many  places  have  the  name  of 
Keir  —  'which  bear  tlie  marks  of  some  ancient  military  W(jrk,  namely  — 
'  Keir-hill  of  Gkntirran.  Kr'ir-lull  of  Da-hcr.  Keir-brae  of  Drum,  Keir- 
'  know  of  Arnm<ire.  and  Ki.'ir-luac  of  Garden.  On  the  summit  of  each  of 
'  these,  there  is  a  i>lain  of  an  oval  figure,  surrounded  with  a  rampail,  which 
'  in  most  of  them  still  remains  entire.     The  Peel  of  Garden,  on  which  there 

•  is  a  work  nf  the  same  kind,   is  less  eh'vated  in   point  of  situation.      It 

*  rises  but  a  little  above  the  caise.  The  enclosure,  however,  is  considerably 
'  larger  than  that  of  th.e  kcivs :  and  the  rampart  and  ditch,  in  re.^peot  of 
'  form  and  ai)pfarauce.  have  sutfered  less  from  the  injmies  of  time.'-' 

•  There  is  a  parish  calh-d  Keir  in  Dumfriesshire,  which  tlie  learned  author 
of  Caledonia  says,  derives  from  tl-.e  llriti-h  Cm  r.  signifying  a  fort.  '  Tliis

Lukas  of  Strovchii.  tjie  first  acquirer  of  Keir,  died  between  lOth  December 
1449  and  13tli  Ai»ril  14.'>2.  Ho  had  a  son.  William,  who  succeeded  him, 
and  a  daughter,  ]\Iar5raret.  who  was  married  to  f^ir  Ct'liu  Campbell,  secoud 
son  of  Sir  Dnncau  Camplx'll  t>f  Locliaw,   which  Sir  Colin    '  wes  the  first 

•  laird  of  Glenurquhay  disceuditt  off  the  Iimuso  otf  Lochnw  off  the  name 
'  of  Campbell.'  ^ 

It  appears  from  the  same  autlioritv,  that  3L'irgaret  Stirling  was  the  fourth 
wife  of  Sir  Colin  Campbell,  and  that  on  her  •  he  l)egatt  tua  sones.  the  eldar

William  of  Strevt-liue  acquired  several  estates.  In  1418.  he  obtained 
the  lauds  of  LuLnoch.  iii  Stragartuey.  from  Jonet  of  Kinross,  Lady  of  Kip- 
penross.  The  charier  hears  to  be  granted  in  crnisideratiMU  of  bis  help 
and  coimsel  afforded  tn  the  lady  in  recovering  those  lands  Avldch  her  fore- 
fathers had  wadset  to  John  of  3Ienioith.  The  reddendo  was  a  roebuck's 
head.i 

In  the  year  14.')j.  he  bought  the  half  of  the  lands  of  Keir,  commonly 
called  Kere-Hawileii  (Haldane),  fiom  Walter  Hawdeii  of  Kelore,-  and  also 
the  middle  part  of  the  lands  of  (ilassingall,  Schamaw  and  Garnortone,  in 
the  earldom  of  .Stratherne.  from  Archibakl  of  Kynbuek  of  that  ilk."  In  the 
year  14GS,  he  also  acquired  from  (he  said  Archibald  of  Kynbuek,  the  laud.s 
of  LAtil  and  Meklo  Kynbuek,  in  the  regality  of  Stratherne.* 

On  Itjth  Auuust  14ijti.  Sir  AVilliam  Streveling  of  Keir.  was  iiileft  in  five- 
eighth  parts  of  the  lands  of  Kenuoway  in  Fife,  on  a  charter  by  Thomas 
(Jhalmer.s,  the  superior.^ 

"William  of  Striveline  was  knighted  in  14G0,  and  died  between  8lh  Sep- 
tember 14G8  and  23rd  May  1471. 

8ir  Vril]ia(n  was  thrice  nuuricil —  1st.  to  }.Iargaret  Cunniughaiue ;  2dly,  in 
14GG,  to  Eufame;''  and  :3dly,  to  Agnes  Bruce,  who  survived  him.  and  mar- 
ked, before  1401,  David  IMare  of  Adamtoun.  wliuui  she  .survived.  She  was 
alive  on  l.?th  July  lolS.     By  his  first  marriage  he  had —

3.  "William  :  The  existence  of  William  is  |ir<ived  by  the  f'>ll«>wiiig  evidence : 
William  Striuilin,  brother  to  the  Laird  of  Kere,  was  ordained  by  the 

Lords  of  Council,  on  3rd  February  14S8,  to  restore  to  James  Simson  a  gi-eat 
number  of  cattle,  horses,  and  goods  taken  by  WilUam  ami  his  accomplices 
from  the  place  of  Lekra.^  On  "iTth  February  1481).  the  said  Lords  ordained 
certain  persons  named  in  their  decree,  to  relieve  'William  of  Striuelin.  brother 
'  to  the  Lard  of  Kere,'  at  the  hands  of  James  Simson.  from  payment  of  por- 
tions of  the  abi've  goods;*  and  the  Lords  Auditors  ordainrd,  on  13th  October 
1470,  that  "William  of  Striuiling  of  the  Kere,  and  William  his  brotlier.  should 
relieve  John  Bishop  of  Dunblane  of  £26.  8s.-^ 

William  Stirling  having  been  caUed  by  the  same  Christian  name  as  his 
eldest  brother  the  laird,  it  may  be  doubted  if  the  former  was  logitimate,  as 
it  was  not  usuirl  for  two  brothers-german  to  have  the  same  Christian  name.

The  ownershij)  oi'  Kennoway  by  the  Stirliiigs.  ami  th.eir  connection  with  the 
Betous.  are  established  l)y  documents  still  in  the  Dalfour  charter-chest.  These 
are — an  instrument  of  sa>ine  of  five-eiLihth  parts  of  the  lands  of  Kermoway, 
proceeding  on  a  charter  by  Thomas  Chalmer  the  superior,  in  favour  of  i^u- 
William  IStrevoiing  of  Keir,  Kniu'lit.  dated  the  IGth  of  August  HilC ;  and 
assedatiou  in  feu-farm  by  i<ir  William  Slreveling  in  favour  of  John  Bethuue 
of  Balfour,  '  his  louit  cousing.'  of  the  said  lands  of  Kenn"\vay,  dated  15th  July 
1473.-

W^LLLiAM  OF  SnuvKLiyo  was  infeft  as  heir  to  his  fatlier  in  the  lands  of  Keir, 
Glassingnll,  Lubnocht  and  others,  on  a  Crown  precept,  dated  23rd  ]May  1471.' 
In  1472.  he  founded  a  chaplaiury  at  th.e  ullav  of  the  Viigin.  on  the  north 
side  of  the  Cathedral  Church  of  Dunljlaue.  for  the  salvatinn  of  King  James  III., 
John  Hephurn,  Bishop  of  Duublaue,  Luca.s  tStriveling,  Sir  William  Striveling, 
and  ]MtU'garet  his  wife  (his  «>wn  father  and  motiier),  and  for  the  salvation  of 
himself,  his  wife,  and  children — eiulosving  the  chaplain  with  a  toft  and  croft 
o^  tlie  laud  of  Keir,  lying  umler  the  t<'\ni  thereof,  the  lauds  of  Schanrach 
and  Wodland.  ])arts  of  Glassingall,  and  ;iu  auuuahvnt  of  forty  slulUngs  from 
the  lands  of  Kippanerayt  and  the  ^U\\  of  Sirout — to  be  held  by  the  chaplain 
for  performing  divine  service  at  the  Nuid  altar  ;  and  declaring,  that  the  latter 
shouhl  forfeit  his  otiice  if  he  absente>l  hiujself  from  his  duty  for  two  mouth.s, 
and  that  the  riglit  of  patronage  should  In-long  to  the  said  William  of  Strive- 
ling and  Ills  heirs,  it"  they  presciited  a  chaplain  within  two  mouths  after  a 
vacancy.  This  endowment  was  much  more  ample  than  those  usually  made  in 
favour  c>f  chaplains.''

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On  1st  j\[ajc]i  1472,  William  Stirling  of  Keir  granted  a  chaitei-  of  Ids 
lunils  of  r»nli]uhonm'  to  Maviot  Flominti-,  liis  spouse,  daughter  to  Robert 
Lord  ri<.'niinir.  in  liferent,  and  their  cliildron  to  be  ]n-ocreated,  in  fee.* 

In  1473,  he  resigned,  in  the  hands  of  James  III.  the  lands  of  the  Kere, 
Lupnoich,  Glassingauis,  Dachlowane,  and  Eatherne-.Strivelin,  in  the  earl- 
dom of  Stratherne,  and  the  lands  of  Strowy  in  Perthshire  ;  and  obtained  a 
letter  under  the  Privy  Seal  of  the  King,  declaring  ihem  united  t':>  tiie  banmy 
of  Keir.-' 

He  granted  a  tack  of  the  lands  of  TuUikettill  to  hi.s  nei.ulibonr,  Hnmiihrey 
I\[nnay  of  Abercairuey,  which  he  Avas  called  on  to  warrant  in  14S.5.^ 

This  Laird  of  Keir  espoused  the  cause  of  the  nobles,  headed  by  Prince 
James,  again,?t  King  James  III.  Shortly  before  the  battle  of  Sauchieburn, 
or  as  it  was  also  called,  the  Field  of  Stirling,  and  after  a  slcii-mish  with  the 
Eoyal  Forces,  in  which  the  Prince's  party  were  misuccessful,  the  Prince  took 
refuge  in  the  Tower  of  Keir.  but  he  was  driven  out.  and  the  place  burned 
to  the  ground  by  his  pursuers. 

On  7th  Januan-  1488,  sonn  after  the  accession  of  James  IV..  'William 
Striveline  resigiied  in  the  IdnLr's  hands,  tlse  lands  of  Keie,  the  Towur 
and  Place  of  Kere,  tlie  lands  of  Kippcn<lavy,  rilas>iugall,  8truwe.  Lupuoch. 
Eatherne-Strivling,  Dachlewane,  and  an  annualrent  of  40s.  out  of  Kippen- 
rate,*  and  on  the  same  day,  a  charter  passed  the  Groat  .Seal,  by  which 
the  King,  after  nanating.  that  the  Tower  and  Place  of  Kere  had  been 
burnoddjy  older  of  James  III.  when  last  at  Striveling.  liy  the  instijratiou 
of  his  evil  councillors,  by  which  all  the  old  writs  and  evit1t.-nts  relating  to 
the  said  lands  had  been  destroyed,  ercctcil  all  the  said  lands  an<i  others 
into  a  Barony,  to  be  called  the  Barony  of  Keire,  and  to  be  lield  blanch  for 
payment  of  a  ]>air  of  gilt  spurs  at  the  Tower  of  Kere.  on  tlie  feast  oi  St. 
John  the  Bjptist.^ 

When  James  IV.  accept t?d  the  resignation  of  the  l.«arony  of  Kere  for  a  new 
erection,  ho  had  knighted  the  Laird,  for  in  the  iii.'^trument  he  is  styled  \Villiam 
Striveling,  and  in  tlie  chnrtvr.  Sir  William.

Tliis  grant  of  moaey,  the  enaction  of  tlio  Ixrony  of  Kcir.  ami  the  Iciiight- 
liooil.  fitrmetl  the  reconipcnco  which  Sii-  William  Striveiing  received  for 
liis  suppi-rt  of  the  caii>^e  of  .Fames  IV.  ixnd  tor  his  losses  at  the  hands  of 
James  III. 

Sir  "William  Striveiing  wa.s  engaged  in  the  battle  of  Sanchiebnrn,  and 
having  been  one  of  the  three  who  were  saiil  to  pursue  the  king  from  the 
field  of  battle,  he  has  b-en  n((^used  of  having  been  directly  implicated  in 
the  murder  of  the  kin'.-. 

The  nccusation  ngain^t  Sir  William  Stirling  is  stated  by  Scott  in  his 
Tcdes  of  a  Grandf;ithtr.  lie  -nys  —  •  "Who  this  murderer  was  hns  never  been 
'  discovered,  or  whether  he  w.is  really  a  [uiest  or  not.  There  were  three 
'  persons.  Lord  G-rtiy.  Stirling  of  Kein  and  one  liorthwick  a  priest,  observed 
'  to  pursue  the  king  closely,  and  it  was  supposed  that  one  or  other  of  them 
'  did  the  bli'ody  deed." 

This  st.itemcnt  is  obnously  taken  from  Buchanfin.  who  .says  — '  There 
•  were  three  who  pursued  the  kiuu"  very  closely  in  his  llight,  namely  —  Patrick 
'  Gray,  the  head  of  his  funily.  Sterline  of  Keir,  and  a  priest  named  Borth- 
'  wick;  but  it  is  not  well  known  which  of  them  gave  him  his  mortal 
'  wounil' 

While  I'uchiman.  followcil  by  Sc-tt.  n;uiies  three  persons  who  pm-sued 
tfce  kiuL',  and  frum  that  circumstance  suspects  one  or  other  of  them  as 
having  done  the  dt-ed.  thi>  is  at  variance  with  the  earlier  and  more  authentic 
historv  of  Pitscottic.-'  wliu  accuses   L"ril  lir:i\'s  sei-vant  alone. 

Pitscoftie's  Chronicle  was  written  aliout  the  yenr  1.5(;5,  He  was  assisted 
in  liis  work  bv  the  brothei"  titid  successor  of  ]  >avid  Lord  Lindsay  of  the 
Bn-es.  who  stood  so  stedt'astly  ly  Jamus  III.  and  jire.^ented  him  with  the 
horse  which  carried  him  from  the  tield  nf  battle.      If  there  had  been  any

suspici-in  or  ivjalition  that  the  Laird  of  Koir  .stabl)e<l  tlio  kuicr.  Pitscottie 
and  Lord  Lindsay  would  not  liave  failed  to  notice  it  in  their  chronicle, 
instead  of  attributin;::  the  act  to  the  servant  of  Lord  Gray. 

On  this  evidence.  Sir  William  Strivoling  might  he  cleared  of  the  vague 
suspicinu  first  thrown  out  by  Buchr^nau  about  a  century  after  the  battle. 
But  this  is  not  the  only  evidence  tending  to  exculpate  the  Laird  of  Kcir 
of  any  part  in  tlie  assassination  of  James  III.  There  is  an  Act  of  Par- 
liament, almost  contemporary  wiih  the  event,  wliich  provides.  •  be  the 
'  command  and  advertisement  of  our  sovereign  lord  the  Icing,'  that  '  for 
'  the  csche\ving  and  ceasing  of  the  heavy  murmurs  imd  noise  of  the  people 
'  of  the  deid'  (death)   •  and  slaugliter  of  our  sovereign  lord's  fai.ler  .... 

•  that  the  person  or  persons  that  put  violent  hands  on  his  person,  and 
'  slew  him,  are  nocht  puuislied,'  a  reward  .should  lie  given  ti.>  any  who 
'  should  make  knowu  those  that  were  the  overthrowers  of  the  late  king 
'  Avith  their  hands.'  James  IV.  being  •  maist  desirous'  that  the  '  jici-petrators 
'  be  Icnown  and  punished  after  their  demerits,'  calling  the  murder  an  '  odi'>us 
'  and  cruel  deed.'  ami  a  reward  of  10t>  merks  worth  of  land  is  orfered  for 
the  discovery.^ 

If  at  the  date  of  this  Act,  and  previou:,  to  it,  rumour  had  pointed  to  the 
Laird  of  Keir  as  the  guilty  person,  the  king  would  have  been  obliyod  to  take 
cognizance  of  liim,  to  satisfy  the  '  uea\7  murmurs  and  noise  of  the  people." 
But  instead  of  this,  James  IV.  conterred  upon  him  repeated  favours,  and 
treated#him  in  a  manner  which  he  could  not  have  done  had  he  been 
suspected  of  his  fothcr's  murder,  regarding  which  the  king  himseU"  is  ^-aid 
to  have  entertained  Iceen  remiirse. 

Abercroml>y  in  Ids  iMartial  Atchievements.  thus  refers  to  ihe  death  of 
James  III.  '  All  that  we  certainly  know  of  the  matter  is.  that  he  was 
'  inhumanely  murdered  in  a  mill  to  wluch  he  had  retired:  some  say  by 
'  the   Lord   Gray,   Eobcrt   Stirling  of   Keir,   and   Sir   Andrew   Dorthwick, 

•  an  unworthy  priest.     Fame,  says  Hawthornden,  reporteth  that  the  priest, 

•  after  shriving,  which  I  take  to  be  liearing  his  confession,  stabbed  him 

•  with  a   dagger.      But   I   much   doubt   whether  one  that  was  so  wicked

'  They  of  the  sirname  of  Stirling,  winch  is  cerlaiuly  one  of  the  most 
'  loyal  in  the  kingdom,  are  vory  much  dissatisfied  that  any  of  them  shoidd 
'  bo  tliought  guilty  of  such  an  infamous  action  as  the  murder  of  a  king. 
'  They  say  that  it  was  not  Er.hert,  but  one  Sir  William  iStirling,  who 
'  was  Laird  of  Keir  at  the  time.  Xor  are  they  of  the  sirname  of  Gray  luss 
'  offended  upon  the  t^arae  account.  And  Ferrerius  tells  us  expressly,  that 
it  was  never  known  who  those  savage  and  furious  rebels  were  that  gave 
'  the  blow  to  the  king.' ' 

Fen-erius'  History  of  Scotland  was  '(\Titten  about  the  same  time  as 
Fitscottie's.  The  evidence  of  these  two  early  authors,  coupled  with  the 
contemporary  pi-occedings  i>f  James  IV.  and  Sir  William  Striveling,  seems 
to  exculpate  the  latter  from  any  direct  participation  in  the  murder  of 
James   III. 

On  •2Sth  February  1401,  the  '  Forspekkare"  for  Agnes  Brois,  widow  of 
David  Blare  of  Adamtoun.  asked  in  presence  of  the  Lords  of  Coimcil  a 
'  Not'  that  the  prcicurator  for  tlie  Laird  of  Keir  answered  to  the  allegation 
of  Ge<-»rge  Lord  Seton,  that  he  ha'l  paid  to  the  said  Laird  of  Kere  312 
raerks  for  redemption  of  the  lands  of  ^r.iMy\ylouston  and  Kinwad :  'That 
'  the  said  soume  was  nocht  jiayit  in  sutikieut  money,  bot  in  blak  money, 
'  nocht  hatrand  covu's  i'or  the  tymc,  gif  ony  money  wes  payit."- 

On  1  ith  July  1492.  the  L.-rds  of  Council  ordained,  that  Sir  William 
itviueling  of  the  Kcre.  Knycht,  as  heir  to  unniuhilo  Sir  William  Striui- 
ling,  his  father,  should  warrant  ten  pounds  v.-r.rlh  of  the  lauds  of  ]\Io7iy- 
vyloustoun.  or  othei-  lands  of  ^pud  value,  to  '  Agnes  Brcas  and  hir  Bairns.'-^ 
'  Agnes  the  Bruce,  Lady  of  IVavton.'  was  again  before  the  Lords  of  Council 
on  23rd  Novoml:)er  1:503.  in  an  action  again>t  the  .same  Sir  William  Striue- 
ling  of  the  Keir.  Knight,  auont  the  avak-  aiiil  <piantity  of  the  lands  of  ]Moni- 
■vyloustoim.  which  Agnes  had  recovered  trotn  Sir  A\'ilHiira.  In  this  action 
John  Striueling  was  procuratnr  for  A<,'nes. '

3.  Katherine  Stirling,  the  second  \nfe  of  Arcliibald.  Earl  of  Anfrns.  called 
'Bell  the  Cat,'  of  which  marriage  was  Sir  Ai-chibald  Dourrlas,  ajipoiatcd 
Lord  Treasurer  in  1526,  wlioni  James  V.  at  one  time  loved  to  call  his 
'  Grey  Steil '  (a  hero  of  popidar  romance),  the  progenitor  of  the  D<juglases  of 
Ivilspindie.  He  was  attainted  and  forfeited  by  Parliament  on  5th  Septcndier 
1528,  and  retired  into  France ;  Imt  weary  of  exile,  he  returned  to  Scotland. 
He  went  io  Stirling,  and  threw  liim^elf  on  his  knees  bef  >re  the  Icing,  when 
returl^ing  fr<.im  hiuitiug,  and  implored  permission  to  lead  tm  obsciu'o  life 
in  his  native  land.  The  king  passed  the  suppliant  without  an  answer, 
and  rode  briskly  up  the  steep  liill  towards  the  castle.  Ivilspindie  kcjit  pace 
with  the  horse,  in  vain  endeavouring  to  catch  a  glance  from  tlie  implacaljlo 
monarch.  He  .sat  d^nvn  at  the  gate,  wearied  and  exhausted,  and  asked 
for  a  draught  of  water,  which  was  refused  by  the  nyal  attendants.  He- 
turning  into  France,  he  died  of  a  l)rokea  heart.  His  forfuiture  was  rescinded 
15th  March  1542,  when  Arcliibald  Douglas  of  Ivilspindie,  his  .son  and  heir, 
was  restored  to  his  estate^.'' 

Katl^rine  Stirling  had  by  Alexander,  third  Lord  Home,  Great  Chamberiaiti, 
a  natural  son.  John  Home.  On  11th  Juno  1513,  Lord  Home  granted  a  pre- 
cept for  infefting  hor  in  liferent,  and  John  Home,  their  son.  and  his  heirs,  in 
fee,  in  the  lands  of  Innerall.jn.  in  the  shire  of  Stirling.'  This  gi-aut  was 
made  on  account  of  the  great  love  and  favour  which  Lord  Home  bore  to 
the  said  KaTheriue  Stirling  and  her  son. 

On  24th  AugiLst  1541.  Alexande'r.  Pilaster  of  Home,  with  consent  of 
George,  Lord  Home,  \\U  father,  and  Ids  curators,  uranl.'d  a  charter  to  the 
said  John  Home,  and  liis  heirs,  whom  failing,  to  Andrew  Home,  brother- 
german   of  the    Master,   and    the   heirs   whomsoever   of  the    latti-r.   of  the

Ill  IjoT,  the  lands  fell  tu  tla-  Ciuwu  ou  the  death  uH  John  Home;  and 
Queen  JIarv  <rran{ed  a  presentation  in  favour  of  Janie;*  Stiiveling  of  Keir, 
and  Janet  Chisholrae  his  w-ife,  in  j<>int  fee.  and  the  heir.s  of  James,  <if  the 
half  of  the  lands  of  Innerallon.  fallen  in  Her  ilajesty's  hands  by  the  tleath 
of  John  Home,  therein  designed  of  Hutouuball,  a  bastard,  without  lawful 
lieirs  of  his  body,  or  without  makiii'^  a  dispoj^ition  thereof  in  his  lifetune,- 
This  presentation  was  made  for  the  purpo.se  of  having  llie  presentees 
entered  to  the  lands  by  tlie  superior.  Alt^xander  liOrd  Home,  who  ret'used 
to  obey  the  same.  He  refused  also  to  olx'V  a  third  precept  under  the 
Quarter  Seal,  and  a  fourth  precept  was  issued  in  1570,  directed  to  the 
sheriif  of  Stirling  for  expeding  iufeftment,  in  respect  Lord  Home  had 
refused  to  do  s<\  The  sheriif  accordingly  infeft  James  Striveling  and 
Janet  Chish.olme. 

By  charter  dated  31^t  ]May  1")74.  -lauies  VI.  with  consent  of  the  Eogent 
Morton,  in  respect  of  the  services  done  by  Alexander  Home  of  Hutti'uliall, 
son  ot'  the  saitl  deceased  Jojm  Home,  in  the  l>y-pa^r  turbulent  times,  and  in 
regard  that  the  lands  of  Innerallon  li;:d  belonged  to  the  decea.^ed  Alexander, 
sometime  Lord  Hume,  and  then  ihrouuh  his  forfeiture  to  the  Crown, 
the  kiiig  granted  t<i  the  sfi-.-l  Alexander  Hiime  of  lluttonhall  (who  was 
a  natural  son  of  the  s.aid  Juhu  llomel.  and  his  heirs,  the  said  lands  of 
J.Tmcrnllr»n.''  Soon  after  the  dale  of  this  charter,  an  action  of  reduction 
of  it  was  brouirht  by  the  Laird  <'f  Keir.  wlio  entered  into  a  contract  in 
157*5  with  Andrew,  Commeniiat-n-  of  .led])iirgh.  and  the  said  Alexander

liam 8triveluig  of  Keir,  obtained  on  18th  }.fay  1495. 
a  cliarter  from  James  IV.  of  the  baruuy  of  Keir.  on 
the  resignation  of  Sir  William,  i-eserviug  his  own  liil-- 
rent,  and  the  reasonable  teree  of  Margaret  Criehion 
his  ^\-ife.^ 

When  Jaines  IV.  attained  ruajurity,  he  revoi:ed  all 
deeds  done  iu  his  minority.  As  this  rev(jcation  compri.heniled  the  erection 
of  the  barony  of  Keir  in  14SS.  it  seems  to  have  been  considered  neces--nry  to 
obtain  a  new  charter  of  erection  from  the  king.  Fur  this  purpose.  Sir  Wii- 
linm  resigned  the  barony  in  the  hands  of  the  Icing,  who,  on  10th  September 
1503.  granted  a  charter  thereof  to  Sir  John  Strivfling  (who  had  been  knighted 
in  the  interval),  son  and  a]iparent  heir  of  Sir  Willi;! ni.  and  iii>;  children  to  be 
born,  whom  failing,  the  one  half  of  the  barony  i.»f  Keir  to  Katherine  StriveUng, 
Countess  of  Angus,  his  sister,  and  her  heirs,  and  the  other  half  to  Sir  Adam 
Critjhton  of  Piuthveus,  and  llie  heirs  of  his  marriage  with  the  deceased 
Elizabeth  Stri\eling,  sister  of  Sir  John,  of  the  lands  uf  Kere,  with  the 
tower  i^d  manor- place,  corn  and  waulkmilns,  and  cruivcs  thereof,  the 
land-  of  Lupnow  with  tishings ;  the  lands  of  Struwe,  Djiwjichluwane.  Ilcterne- 
Striveline,  otherways  called  Coygs  of  Strathidloune.  GlassingiiUis,  Schanrow, 
the  "Wester  Coyg,  Beirholme.  the  Little  Coyg,  the  "Waist  I'otiill,  with  the  mill 
"f  Coygs  and  lauds  of  Gleutye.  and  advocation  and  donation  of  chapiainries 
and  hermitage  of  Lupnow,  newly  erected  into  the  barony  of  Kere. 

In  1516,  Sir  John  Striveliug  "sntis  sho'itf  of  Perth,  as  appears  from  a 
•  lischai-ge  by  him  in  that  cluiracter  to  Gilbert  Gray  of  Buttergask.  d;rted 
Uh  :Miuch  151(;.-  In  1523.  Sir  John  was  one  of  the  arbiters  for  the  Eari 
and   Master   of  (.ilcncairn,   in    their   dispute  with   the  Earl  arid    Master  of

Upon  the  death  of  James  IV.  Sir  John  Stirling  (jf  Keir  was  aiipoiated, 
along  with  the  Lords  Erskine  and  Fleming,  to  the  important  office  of  keeping 
the  person  of  the  young  king.-  He  was  a  member  of  the  Parliament  of  1.32-1, 
and  was  ch(^sen  one  of  the  Lords  of  tlie  Articles  amongst  the  commissioners 
of  burghs,  wliich,  together  with  the  terms  >.f  the  Minute  of  Parliament,  ren- 
ders it  not  improbable  that  he  was  at  that  time  ]uovost  of  Stirling.' 

On  21st  June  l;j2<i,  the  Lords  Tempond  of  Parliament  dii-ected  summons 
of  treason  to  be  raised  in  due  form  against  the  Earl  of  Eglinton,  the  Liad 
Semi'ill,  Xeil  of  Montgomery,  and  John  Striveling  of  the  Kcir,  Knight.* 

It  would  a[ipear  tliat  Sir  John  Stirling  had  joined  the  party  of  the  queen 
mother,  in  company  with  the  lords  of  her  faction,  for  he  oji^josed  the  forces 
of  Angus,  Argyle,  and  Lennox,  at  Linlithgow,  -nath  wliom  was  the  young 
king  in  person  with  his  •  lianer  dis[)layit.'  Sentence  of  forfeiture  was  pro- 
nounced against  Sir  John  on  lUth  November  152G,  for  the  crime  of  lesu 
majesty,  for  comocation  of  ihe  lieges  to  '  have  tanc  the  kingis  person/ 
usurping  liis  ■  auetoriie  rialL'  and  for  tlie  treasonable  convocation  of  the 
lieges  at  Stii'liug,  moving  the  people  to  sedition,  and  for  the  raisuig  antl 
leading  of  a  host  and  army  •  euterand  in  batal!  and  fechtand  at  the  Burgh 
'  of  Lynlitligw,  our  said  Suveraue  Lord  being  present  in  propir  persone, 
'  and  his  baner  disjilayit :  and  cumand  aganis  his  graice  and  his  trew 
,■'  lordis  and  baronis  being  with  huu  be  command  of  his  letterz  for  defen- 
•  cioun  of  liis  m;iist  noble  persone.''^ 

On  the  4lh  September  of  the  f  •llouing  year,  the  Laird  of  Keir  is  said 
to  have  accompanieil  Lonno.x  ui  Ids  attemjit  to  rescue  the  young  king  from 
the  hands  of  the  Douglases:  and  authorities,  even  contemporary  with  the 
event,  erroneously  assert,  tliat  lie  fell  with  Lennox  at  the  passage  of  the 
Avon  beside  Linlithgow,'' 

In  An,mi.s"s  Paiiiamcn'.  held  at  Edinbuiuh  in  !May  ir)27,  Keir  was  restored 
to  his  estates  and  honours,  and  the  sentence  of  forfeit  me  rescinded.'

Caldcottis,  Darkle, 
Levingshaws,  and  half  of  the  lands  of  Swinstoun,  in  the  shire  of  Elgin. 

By  charter  dated  2nd  October  1501).  Sir  John  Striveling,  for  the  safety 
of  the  sold  of  James  IT.  and  of  .^largaret  his  <piccu,  and  their  predecessors 
and  successors,  and  for  the  safety  of  the  soids  of  Lucas  Striveling.  and  of 
Sii-  ^Mlliam  Striveling  and  ilargaret  Cunyngharae,  grandlathcr  and  grand- 
mother of  Sir  John,  and  of  the  souls  of  Sir  "William  vStriveliug  and  ^Mar- 
gavet  Crichtouu,  Lady  Sympill.  his  father  and  mother,  and  Kathai'ine  Strive- 
ling, Coimtess  o^  Auguss,  his  sister,  and  for  the  safety  of  the  souls  of 
himself  and  his  wife,  auil  their  predecessors  and  succes.<ors ;  gi-anted  to 
God  and  the  Virgin  Mary,  and  all  the  Sauits,  and  to  the  altar  of  the  Vir- 
gin, situated  in  the  north  part  of  the  cathedral  church  of  Dumblane,  an 
annualrent  of  £20  Scots  from  the  lauds  of  Shariraw.  Wodland,  and  Kippen- 
rate,  and  mills  of  Stvo^vy  and  Keir,  to  be  held  for  perfoiining  of  mass  and 
prayer  j^  the  said  altar.  Tlie  chaplains  were  to  reside  con.stantly  in  Dum- 
blane, and  to  forfeit  their  office  in  case  of  their  altseuce  for  two  months, 
and  the  right  of  i^atronage  was  to  be  in  the  said  ^largaret  Crichtou  during 
her  life,  and  thereafter  in  Sir  John  Sti'iveling  and  his  heirs. - 

An  adventure  ^\hic■h  was  undertaken  by  Sir  Jolin  on  behalf  of  his  uncle. 
Lukas  Stirling,  in  the  year  1517,  against  Wilham  3Ieldrum.  Laird  of  Binns, 
popularly  known  as  ■  S'^uire  Meldrum,'  deserves  special  notice,  since  it  has 
all  the  chiuacteristics  of  a  striking  romance. 

The  circumstances  attending  this  atfair,  have  been  recorded  both  in  pmse 
and  verse,  by  two  Lindsays  —  the  one  the  well-known  chniuicler  of  Pitsct'ttie,

'  called  the  ladie  Glcneades,  who  was  aiie  dochtcr  to  Uv.  Eiehard  Lawsone 
'  of  Humby.  Proveist  of  Edinburgh,  the  (pdiiUc  ladie  liaal  borne  tua  bairnes 
•  to  tliL-  said  Laird,  and  (he)  intended  to  marie  hk  if  Ik-  might  pmchase 
'  the  Poi)e's  licen.*e.  because  her  husband  before  and  he  were  sil).  Notu-ith-

'  sone,  the  Lainl  of  Koir.  with  ane  certane  companie  of  armed  men,  to  set 
'  \7)0un  the  Laird  of  Bines  to  tak  his  larlic  from  him  be  way  of  dcid  ; 
'  and  to  that  effect  followed  him  beluixt  Leith  and  Edinburgh,  an.l  set  on 
'him  beneath  the  Beid'  (Holyrood)  •  Chappell,  with  fyftie  armed  men, 
'  and  he  againe  defendit  himselff  with  line  in  number,  and  fougiit  with 
'  him.  and  slew  the  Laird  "f  Keire's  principid  servanrl  before  Ids  lace,  de- 
'  fending  himself,  and  hurt  the  Laird  ..f  Keir  to  the  perrili  of  his  life,  and 
«  twentie  sax  of  his  men  hurt  and  slaine.  B(^t  this  William  Meldrum  of 
'  Bines  u-as  cdl  martyred,  for  his  hochis  war  cutted,  and  the  knf>ppis  of  his 
■  elbowis  war  strikin  off,  and  was  strilcin  throw  the  bodie,  so  thair  was  no  signe 
'•of  lyiY  in  him.  Yitt  be  the  mightie  power  of  God,  he  cschaped  the  death 
'  and'  all  his  men  that  were  with  him.  and  Ifived  fyftie  yeires  thaircfter.'- 

This  affair  took  place  in  the  year  1.317,  during  the  Regency  of  the  Duke 
of  Albany,  and  when  he  was  al>sent  in  France.  :\{onsieur  Uelabatie  was  left 
in  charge  of  affairs  in  Scotland,  having  a  guar.l  of  fourscore  French  Hag- 
butteers'at  Holvro-.d,  Word  wa^,  <ent  to  Delabalie  that  Laird  Meldrum  was 
slain,  and  his  proceedings  are  reeorded  by  Pitscottio  :  '  He  incontinently  gart 
'  strike  an  alarm,  and  blew  his  trum{>ets,  aiid  rang  the  common  bell,  com-

•  t!ie  same  to  come  in  liis  will ;  who  took  them  and  brought  them  to  Eilin- 

•  bur<;h.  and  gave  them  a  fair  assize  ;  who  were  all  convicted  and  condemned 
■  of  the  said  crime,  and  thereafter  were  put  in  the  Castle  of  Edinburgli,  in 

•  sure  keeping,  induviag  the  Regent's  will.' ' 

Graphic  as  the  language  of  Pitscottie  is,  Ids  prose  account  of  the  skirmish 
between  the  Stirling's  and  S'luii-e  Meldrum,  is  perhaps  surpassed  by  his 
Idnsman  of  the  Mount,  in  his  celebrated  Poem  (..f  '•  Squyer  Meldrum,"  which 
was  ci^mposed  altout  the  year  1550.

In  justification,  so  far,  of  Sir  John  Stirling's  conduct  to  Srpnre  Meldrum, 
it  is  not  too  much  to  suppose,  that  the  Lady  of  Gleneagles  and  ].uke  Stu-ling 
mav  have  been  engaged  to  lie  married  at  the  time  that  the  Sipiire  made  his 
fiital  api)earance  at  Glencagles  Castle,  and  overcame  the  heart  and  virtue  of 
the  Lii^y  by  his  tame  and  superior  address.  '  Scolhiud  existing  under  an 
'  anarchical  minority,  furnished  such  a  Sipiyer  many  a  field,  both  for  the

Sir  John  Stirling  covilil  have  hnd  mo  i^round  tV-r  jeal..uisy  ;uk1  liatred.  unlei's 
OTi  account  of  rivalry  in  love  ou  tlie  pa  it  of  his  uncle  Luke,  who  uiay  have 
been  uucerouiouiously  supplanted  at  Oleneagles  by  the  Scpiire,  who,  in  his 
turn,  met  with  a  h;ad  retribution.^ 

Sir  ■\Villiani  Stirling  contracted,  ou  30th  March  loOl,  with  Sir  Patrick 
Hume  of  Polwarth,  Knight,  wlio  had  also  espoused  the  cause  of  James  IV. 
against  Ids  father,  and  got  a  grant  of  Argaty.  and  other  lands,  .-ituated  near 
Keir,  that  John  Stiiding,  son  of  Sir  William,  should  marry  Sir  Patrick's 
eklest  daughter,  Margaret,  and  failing  hei',  Sibbale  or  another  sister,  -so  long 
'  as  the  said  Sir  Patrick  h.as  a  lawful  daughter  remaining,  till  once  the  said 
'  marriage  be  completed.  -  John  Stirling  and  the  daughters  of  Polwarth 
appear  to  have  then  been  imder  age.  and  even  in  childhood,  for  the  cimtract 
provides,  that  the  marriage  shall  be  completed  at  the  lawfid  age  of  the  said 
bairns,  the  male  being  14  years  and  the  female  12  years  of  age.  This  con- 
templated marriage  ilid  not  take  ]jlace,  as  John  StirUng  married  before  13th 
July  1.513,  Margaret,  daughter  uf  Sir  Walter  Forrester  of  the  Torvrood.'

'  Knycht;'"  but  the  cause  or  occasion  of  the  slaughter  is  not  mentioned  in 
the  respite."  It  is  stated  in  Squire  Meldrum,  that  Sir  John  was  slain  at  the 
Bridge  of  Stirling  —

Sir  James  Stirlh!?  acquired  the  lauds  of  Lauy.  Pitiinhautrie  and  Balmyle. 
in  tilt'  slieritTdoiu  of  Perth.  Pallindroch,  Bankell.  and  others,  in  the  slieritfdom 
of  Stirling,  and  Laidiu-^rdiart  and  other?,  in  the  sliire  of  Fife. 

Tn  1")22,  Sir  John  Stirlini::  of  Keir  purchased  from 
the  Archbishop  of  Glasgow,  for  2")00  nioi'ks.  the  niar- 
liage  of  Janet  Striviliug,  daughter  aud  lieiress  of  the 
dccoaseil  Andrew  Striviling  of  Cawdcr.  with  the  ward 
of  her  lands  of  Cawder,  and  the  mill  thereof,  lylnL;' 
in  the  regality  of  frlasgow.-  In  1.129.  Sir  Ji^hn  hai] 
a  CroA^'n  gift  of  the  marriage.'' 

Janet  Striviling  was  inteft  as  hein-ss  of  her  fatljer 
iu  1.134,  and  soon  nuarii,(l  James  Stirlijig,  eldest  son  of  Sir  John. 

This  mmriage  was  a  flivourahle  one  for  the  Keir  family,  as  through  it  they 
acquired  the  valuable  estate  of  Cawder.  which  has  ever  since  been  united  with 
Keir.  But  the  pa.rties  seem  to  have  been  ill  assorted,  toi-  soon  after  the  mar- 
riage, questions  arose  in  the  civil  coiu-t  between  the  heiress  and  her  father- 
in-law  regarding  the  alienation  of  the  estate,  and  at  the  end  of  seven  vears 
the  marriage  was  annuHed.  chiefly  through  the  dishonour  of  the  heiress. 

On  8th  July  I.IS."*.  J.uvjt  l.>rougiit  an  action  ia  the  civil  court  against 
her  flither-in-law  and  her  husl.und,  setting  forth,  that  tlie  former,  haviuLC  her 
ftarriage,  and  the  disposition  of  her  ward  lands,  '  causit  ane  preteudit  matri- 

■  mony  to  be  maid  betuix  th.e  said  James  and   hh.  and  sensvne  the  said 

■  Johnne  lies  haldin  and  as  yit  haldis  her  in  subjection,  and  ^^•ill  nocht  sutfir 
'  her  to  speik  with  hir  friendi.s.  and  lies  compellit  hir  to  male  diners  aliena- 
'  liounis  and  takkis  of  hir  land.s.'  The  Lords  of  Council  ordered  Sir  Jolm  and 
James  to  'bring  and  produce  the  said  Jonet  before  the  Lordis,  that  .sche 
'  may  shew  hir  nmid  to  theim  iu  the  {iremises,'  and  that  all  alienations 
made  by  her  in  the  meauTime  should  b"  null.^ 

This  judicial  injunction  continued   in   forre  till  the  year  l.")41.  when  the 
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•r-  flic  sviil  of  arm;  u^til  by  Sir  .fames  Stirling; 
■    l.Vil. 
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arrangemcnts-eft'ected  tor  tlio  convoyaucc  of  Ctiwdor  to  licr  lui.'^liaiul.  and  their 
divorce,  rendered  it  necessary  tliat  the  heiress  shmdd  personally  compear  in 
tlie  Conrt  of  Session  to  liave  the  first  decree  recalleil.  This  she  (.lid  on  tlie 
•JDtli  July  l.j-il.  when  sbe  declared  that  she  uid  so  of  lier  •  a-\viu  free  motive 

•  will,'  that  she  had  been  and  was  at  free  liberty,  and  desired  the  said  decree 
to  be  nidi,  that  slie  miLjht  di>=pone  her  lands  at  pleasure,  as  other  heritors  did, 
'  and  that  I  am  nocht  compellit  liereto,  i:)f  the  quitilk  I  ueif  my  bodily  aitli.'  ^ 

Tliis  was  preparatory  to  her  alienation  of  Cawder  ;  and  on  the  Ttli  of  Decem- 
ber foUowino.",  Janet  Strivelinp;  again  appeared  before  the  Lords  of  Council, 
and  produced  a  writing-,  setting  forth  that  she  had  named  certain  procurators 
for  resigning  her  lands  to  James  Striveling,  iier  husband,  and  Ids  heirs  ;  and 
whicli  procnratory  she  declared  •  now  in  presens  of  your  Lordships  bo  my 
'  grctt  aith  that  the  saniin  was  maid  be  me  of  my  awiu  fre  motiue  will  and 
'  certain  science,  ^^lcom|>ellit,  coaetit.  dissauit,  or  cireumvenit  be  my  said  spous, 
'  or  ony  vtheris,  hot  onlie  for  tlie  wele  and  proifeit  of  my  said  spous,  and  his 
'  hous.  and  for  augmentatioun  of  the  leving  thairnf.  becaus  it  is  the  principale 

•  and  cheif  hous  of  his  and  myne  snrnarais,  and  ane  grett  part  of  the  anld 

•  heretago  and  leving  of  Keir  annalyit  and  put  away,  swa  that  the  sannn  was 

•  liklie  to  half  dekeit ;  and  als  for  the  luif  and  favour  I  half  and  here  to  my 
■  .said  spous ;  and  thautln-  now  instantlie.  in  presens  of  /.our  Lordships,  of  my 
'  awin  fre  v.ill,  vnc(jmi>ellit  as  said  is,  ratifeis.  appruvis.  aud  confernus  the 
'  saitlis  letteris  of  i)rocuratorie  in  all  poyntis.'^ 

The»stdjser[uent  judicial  proceedings  connected  with  the  resignation  of 
Cawder,  togetlier  with  the  resignation  itself,  are  printed  among  the  Charters.-' 

The  divoi-ce  of  Janet  and  James  Striveling,  which  i-<  referred  to  iu  these 
judieiid  proceedings  as  in  contemplation,  was  pronounced  by  the  Olneial  of 
Lothian  on  the  last  of  January  154L-*  The  grounds  of  divorce  set  forth  were, 
that  the  piarties  were  related  in  the  fourth  and  fourth  degrees  of  consanguinity, 
that  io,  that  they  were  the  great-great-grandchildren  of  a  common  ancestor. 

This  relationship  could  not  have  been  traced  tlu-'jugo  niales,  as  no  such  de- 
gree (if  C(^nsanguinhy  existed  between  the  partio.  But  a^  the  m<»thor  of  Janet 
>^as  Marjory  Cuningliame.  arid  the  great-grauilmothi'r  oi  James  was  Mar-

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garet  Ciiuinghamo,  it  i>  {iml.ablc  th;it  tiiiise  two  ladies  were  ".lescondod  from 
a  Cuimii^liame  ancestor  oimuou  to  tlicin  both.  TIeticc  Jamos  and  Janet 
would  stand  in  the  relationship  to  each  other  by  aiHnily,  and  not  of  consan- 
guinity, which  is  stated  as  the  around  C'f  divorce,  alrhonuh  Janet  was  a  degree 
furtlier  removed  from  the  supposed  coiumon  ancestor  than  James. 

But  the  relationshi[)  between  the  parties,  whether  it  was  of  consangui- 
nity or  attinity.  and  whether  real  or  pretended,  was  only  a  pretext  for  dis- 
solving the  mai'riage.  from  wiiieh  both  parties  perhaps  wished  to  be  free. 
Janet  Stirling  hnd  been  unfaithful  to  her  husband.  Her  paramour  was 
Thomas  Bisehop,  who  is  said  to  have  been  originally  a  tailor,  and  a  servant 
of  Keir.  If  a  separation  had  been  craved  by  her  husband  on  account  of  her 
Clime,  the  marriaue  would  still  have  subsisted  as  a  bar  to  a  subscr|uent  mar- 
riage. To  annul  tlio  marriage  ctfectually,  recourse  was  had  to  the  common 
plea  of  consanguinitv.  and  thus  the  marriage  being  declared  null,  each  party 
was  free  to  contract  another  marriage,  which  they  did. 

James  Stirling  wa>.  infeft  in  the  lands  of  Cawder  on  a  charter^  and  pre- 
cept by  the  Archbishop  of  Glasgow,  on  14tli  January  1.541.  and  the  decree 
of  divorce  was  pronounced  on  the  3Lst  of  that  month. 

In  the  followinir  month,  James  Stirling  granted  a  disposition  and  assig- 
nation, wherehy,  for  certain  sums  of  money  paid  to  him  by  Thomas  Bisehop 
Ids  servitor,  and  '  spouse  atHdate'  of  the  said  Janet  Sldviling,  and  for  his  lielp 
and  labour  in  solicitinix  and  furthering  the  conveyance  made  l>y  her  of  her  heri- 
tage to  the  said  James  Striviling.  he  assigned  to  Bisehop  the  marria.ge  of  jthe 
said  Janet  Striviling.  and  lx,came  bomid  to  dispone  redeemably  the  lands  of 
Cchiltree  to  them  in  joint  fee,  with  .-ome  smaller  provisions;  as  also,  to  do 
his  dili"'ence  for  getting  a  remi.^sii:)n  fn.m  the  king  for  the  said  Thomas,  for 
'  his  alleged  lying  with  the  said  Janet,'  while  .she  was  the  sjiid  James's  wife. 
Of  the  divorced  lady  little  mnre  is  kn<iwn.  She  was  alive  in  1588.-  Her 
paramour  is  more  easily  traced :  he  acted  the  parts  of  a  notary  public,  and 
a  traitor  to  his  country,  having  given  as>istance  to  tiio  English,   and  gone

In  15G8,.  Bishoy  was  cast  into  the  Tower  of  London  for  his  supposed  author- 
ship of.  or  connection  with,  a  s})irited  satirical  ryhme  against  the  Regent  3Iur- 
ray.  This  poem  is  signe.l  by  '  Tom  Ti-outh  ; '  au'l  it\  ilir;hop's  jwlicinl  exa- 
mination, he  was  asked,  •  what  part  did  yi.nirself  make  or  minister  to  the 
'  makers  of  the  book  against  the  Erie  oi  ]Murray?'^     His  re])ly  is  not  given. 

On  the  forfeitiu-e  of  Bischop.  tSir  James  Stirling  reacqiured  Ochiltree 
fi'om  the  Crown  dona  tor. 

In  the  year  follo^s-ing  his  divorce,  James  Stirling  vi  Keir  entered  into 
a  contract  of  marriage  with  Jnmes  Chisholm  uf  Gla«sing,ill.  and  Jean 
Chisholme,  "cousigness'  tu  William  (Chisliolm)  Bishop  of  DunhlanOj  whereby 
it  is  agreed  that  James  Chisholm  should,  on  his  own  I'xpenses,  procure  a 
dispensation  for  thii-d  degrees  of  consanguinity,  and  ii.urth  of  afiiuity,  subsist- 
ing between  James  Striveliug  and  Jean  Cheisliolme.  And  that  thereafter 
James  Striveliug  should  infeft  Jean  in  her  virginity  in  Ids  £-20  lands  of 
old  extent  of  Cawdor,  for  li^-r  lifetime,  and  the  heirs  to  be  gotten  betv.-een 
them:  vrhom  t'aihng,  to  the  said  James's  lieirs;  and  that  he  should  there- 
after solemnize  marriage  with  her ;  for  which  James  Cheiihohne  agreed  to 
pa\   Jrimes  Striveliug  tlic  sum  of  £1000  Scots.- 

Although  Jean  Chisliohn  was  called  a  cou.^in  of  the  Bishop,  she  was 
truly  hi^  daughter,  accortling  to  the  author  of  the  genealogy  of  the  Drum-

On  3rd  November  L57(>,  Sir  James  Stiriing  granted  at  Kincardine  a  bond 
of  manrent  to  John  Master  of  Graham.- 

Sir  James  and  ilr.  John  Graham-^  held  a  court  of  justice  at  Edinburgh, 
on  l&t  June  1581,  in  terms  of  a  CoiumissicHi  from  King  James  VJ.  and  his 
Privy  Council,  for  the  trial  of  James,  Earl  of  ^Morton,  for  Darnley's  murder.* 
He  pronoimced  the  sentence  of  death  on  Morton. 

Sir  James  died  at  Cawder  on  3rd  February  loS8.  His  v/ill  was  made  on  the 
-1th  September  in  the  same  year,  by  which  he  appoints  liis  wife  and  sou  Archi- 
bald his  executors.  He  ordains  th'-m  to  plenish  the  half  land  given  to  his 
son  James,  and  to  build  him  a  reasonable  house,  either  in  Kippeudavie  or 
Lanerk,  and  })lenish  it  well.  He  prays  Archibald  to  live  with  his  mother 
and  use  her  council,  for  she  is  his  loving  friend.  He  ordains  the  securities 
made  to  his  son  John  to  remain  with  his  mother  wliile  she  lives,  and  then 
to  be  delivered  to  Archibald:  fnr  it  i^  reasonable  John  be  sustained.  He 
leaves  all  elTects  that  belong  t'>  hi>  wife  in  lll'cieat.  to  Archibald  in  fee, 
^xcept  what  his  wife  pleases  to  leave  to  their  dauglitor  ^Margaret,  or  other 
friends,  at  her  di^cretion :  lie  k-aves  the  hel]iing  of  servants  and  poor  friends 
to  the  discretion  of  his  v.ife  and  his  son  Archibald:  .nid  as  to  the  council 
and  company  Archibald  should  u>e.  he  refers  that  to  iiis  uwu  wisdom,  for  })e 
hopes  in  his  jutlgment :  lie  of  new  makes  his  son  Arcliibald  assignee  to  all 
Ids  reversions  of  wadsets,  as  if  he  wore  liLs  eldest  son  and  heir:  he  ordains 
his  son  James  to  wait  well  on  his  brother  Archibald,  and  to  be  a  good  ser- 
vant to  him,  and  both  of  them  to  be  good  uiid  kind  sons  to  their  mutlier, 
and  James  to  marry  ^vith  consent  of  his  mcither  and  brother;  which  if  they 
do,  he  doubts  not  but  God  would  assist  them  with  his  holy  S[nrit,  that  tliey 
might  live  together  in  love,  .u{-rigiit  to  God,  true  to  the  prince,  and  kind

John  Stiuli-N(t  received  from  his  father  the  estate  of  Bankeir,  in  the  parisii 
of  Baldernock  and  shire  of  Stirling.  John  Striveling  ot  Bankeir,  son  of  Sii- 
James,  witne.ssed  an  obligation  by  James  Slriveling  of  Fcddals  to  Sir  James, 
on  ISth  October  1582. 

On  IGtli  February  1592,  a  commission  was  granted,  under  the  (^Juarter 
Seal,  for  serving  John  Stirling,  eldest  son  of  the  deceased  Sir  James  Stirling 
of  Keir,  heir  of  his  lather,  in  the  lands  belonging  to  him  in  Perthshire. 
On  18th  April  1593,  John  Stirling  had  sasine  of  the  lands  of  Aucliinbce, 
in  Stratherne,  on  a  precept  from  Chancery,  as  heir  of  Sir  James  his  father. 

On  4th  3Iay  1597,  John  Stirling  of  Wester  Bankeir,  and  Margaret 
CoLiulioun,  his  wife,  entered  into  an  agreement  wi;h  Sir  ^Vi'chibald  Stir- 
ling of  Keii-,  and  Dame  Grizel  Ross,  his  wife,  whereby  John  and  his  wife

coals  yearly  to  the  said  John  and  his  wife,  at  their  lodging  in  Glasgow, 
from  any  heugh  in  Campsy,  or  other  heugh  within  four  miles  of  Glasgow. -' 

It  is  presumed  that  Ji>hu  Stirling  died  witlu-ut  issue,  as  no  trace  has 
been  found  of  any  descendant  from  liim.-'

Sinclair,  founding  on  an  in- 
feftment  of  feu-iarm  of  the  lands,  granted  to  lum  by  the  king,  as  part  o\^ 
the  temporality  of  the  bishopric  of  Dunblane,  attemi>ted  to  dispossess  James 
Stirling  by  force,  and  in  a  scuffle  which  ensued  on  3rd  June  151)3,  Sinclair 
and  Edward  and  George  his  sons  were  slain,  and  a  third  severely  woimded. 
On  the  5ih  July  fi.'llov.ing.  Sir  Archibald,  with  his  servant  and  two  other 
persons,  were  ordained  to  be  denounced  rebels  for  non-appearance  to  answer 
touching  the  slaughter  of  William  Sinclair  and  his  sons,  but  in  a  few  years 
the  feud  was  .staunched,  and  on  Sth  April  1596/'  the  Siuclairs  finally  gave 
np  their  claim  to  the  land  by  a  caitract.  to  which  Keir  was  a  party.

The  result  of  this  process  does  not  appear  friiiu  tlie  papers. 

Sir  George  Stirling  first  married,  in  his  eighteenth  year,  his  cousin,  the 
Honourable  Margaret  Eoss,  daughter  of  James.  Lord  Ross.  She  wa.s  born 
19tli  December  161.5,  and  was  married  in  licr  fifteenth  year,  as  the  marriage 
contract  is  dated  December  1630.  Her  tocher  ^vas  20,000  mcrks.i  The 
arranm^ments  fi>r  this  marriage  appear  to  have  been  made  on  behalf  of  the 
young  couple  by  Jane  Hamilton.  Dowager  Lady  Eoss,  and  her  daughter- 
in-law  ]klargaret  Scott,  Lady  Iloss.  the  mother  of  the  britle.  In  ;i  letter  from 
Jane  Haniiltou,  dated  13th  November  1630,  about  a  month  before  the 
marriage,  she  says — '  I  haif  sene  your  waii'S  since  they  cuino  fra  the  buitli. 
'  Thair  is  the  sattin  ;iiul  the  ribbonis  poyntis  and  russis  that  ar  for  the 
'  Laird  (jf  Kuir's  cloithis.  (luhilk  will  l)e  luiid  nawayes  suittable  hot  very 
'  fidler  lyke."-  Margaret  Ross  died  lOtli  3Iarcli  1633,'  in  her  sevontecnth 
year.  She  left  one  daughter.  Margaret  Stirling,  who  died  two  inouth>  iuicr 
her  mother  on  11th  May  1633  —  a  child  of  a  year  old. 

INIargaret  Ross,  Lady  Keir,  was  buried  in  Ilolyrood  Cliapel  on  the  27th  of 
March  1633.  as  appears  from  the  following  account  of  her  funeral,  which  is

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The  barucd  editoi-  of  the  ■  iMcninrials  of  Montrose,'  has  alluded  to  the  un- 
timely death  of  the  young  Lady  Keir  :  ■  Thus  heavily  had  the  chastening  hand 
'  of  God  visited  this  Aoung  chief  of  '  ancient  Keir,'  when  himself  but  18 
'  vears  of  age.  Tlie  date  up».'U  the  portrait  now  eugi-aved  is  1G37,  four  years 
'  hiter  than  tlie  tragedy  recorded  in  the  Chiu'ch  of  the  Grej-friars  ^  iu  Edin- 
'  biu-i;-h  ;  and  Sir  Guorge.  also  uoted  by  Jamieson  on  the  Portrait,  was  at  that 
•  time  ...nly  22  years.  Some  of  the  deeds  of  the  marriage  settlement  upon 
'  Margaret  Xapier.  his  second  wife,  arc  among  the  Napier  charters,  and 
'  bear  date  2d  January  1637,  the  same  year  as  the  date  of  Sir  George's 
'  Portrait.' 

Sir  George  Stirling  married,  secondly,  Margaret  Napier,  daughter  of 
Archibald  first  Loi'd  Napier,  b\-  3Iargaret  sister  of  the  great  :\Iar(iuis  of 
Montrose.  Their  marriage  settlements  are  dated  2nd  January  1037.-  He 
married,  thirdly,  Anna,  second  daugliter  of  Sir  Thomas  Nicolson  of  Carnock. 
Baronet.  The  marriage  contract  is  dated  2nd  February  1654.  Her  tocher  was 
2.5,000  merks,  and  £20:)9,  13s.  4d.  Scots.  She  died  before  1st  March  1664."' 
Sir  George  married,  fourthly.  Lady  Margaret  Livingston :  '  1666  Junii  8, 
■  Sir  Geuj-ge  Stirling  of  Keir,  Knycht,  on  the  one  part,  within  our  paroch 
'  of  Dunblane,  and  Lady  Margaret  Livingstomie,  relict  to  the  deceast  Sir 
'  Thomas  Nicolsone  of  Carnock,  Knycht,  on  the  other  part,  within  Saint 
'  Ninian's  paroch,  gave  up  their  names  to  lie  pioclaimod  with  us  m  pvu-pose 
to  marriage.'* 

•  La<ly  3Iargaret  Livingston  was  the  eldest  -laughter  of  Alexander  secon.l 
Earl  of  Liidithgow.  by  Lady  :\[ary  Douglas,  eldest  daughter  of  ^Villi:ua 
tenth  Earl  of  Angus.  Lady  Margaret  survived  Sir  George,  wiio  died  a 
vear  after  their  marriage.  She  married  iu  166S.  for  her  third  hu.-5l)aud. 
Sir  John  Stirling  of  Keir,  who  \vas  cou^in-gcrman  once  removed  of  Sir 
George.

I  lav,  dated  IStli  December  1G38,  thus  proposes  a  courtsliip  between  tlie 
Laird's  son  and  a  daughter  of  the  Laird  of  Keir  —  ■  Sir,  I  heve  considered 
'  the  last  part  of  your  letter  concerning  your  sonue,  and  tlie  furuib>iug  of 
■  a  matche  for  hirn.  It  is  trew  that  the  old  Laird  of  Keir  hes  a  dochter 
'  liveing  in  Edin"".  about  the  age  of  24  yeeris  or  tliuiby.  pro\yded  to  a  good 

•  portioue,  as  is  reported  of  tweutie  thousand  markis  and  abone,  and  it  is 
'  said  that  be  hir  good  cariage  schoe  hes  made  the  same  better.  Inverse 
'  gentlemen  of  good  sorte  hes  bein  in  sutt  of  hir,  but  I  heare  that  schoe 
'  is  yet  frie ;  your  sonne  hes  sein  hir.  and  tlmickis  well  of  her  as  ane  comly 
'  gentelwoman  of  good  report,  and  com  of  verie  good  people  ;  he  hes  told 
'  me,  that  if  he  can  obtein  hir  consent,  quhilk  I  hop  he  shall  doc,  if  it 

•  then  shall  be  your  will  and  his  mrAlieris,  he  will  folL.iv,-  furthe  the  busines 
'  as  God  will  direck  him.'^ 

At  the  date  ..f  tliis  letter.  Sir  Ck-orge  Stirling  was  the  Laird  of  Keir, 
and  it  is  certain  that  he  had  no  daughter  '  about  tlic  age  of  24  yeeris'  to 
be  courted  by  yoimg  Kilravock.  It  is  possi))le  that  the  date  of  ilr.  Hay's 
letter  may  be  misprinted  ltJ:3S  for  1G2S,  as  the  only  other  letter  from  him 
in  the  same  work  is  dated  in  li527,  in  wliich  case  :\Ir.  Hay's  remarks  would 
apply  to  Jean,  daughter  of  Sir  J^jchibald  Stirling,  No.  XIII;  or  it  may 
be  that  .Mr.  Hay  himself,  notwithstanding  his  precision  as  to  the  age, 
fortune,  &c.  of  the  lady,  had  mistaken  a  lister  for  a  daughter  of  Sir  George, 
and  the  4ady  who  formed  the  subject  of  the  letter  may  have  been  Jean 
Stirling,  his  yomigost  sister.  Yoimg  Kilravock  married  2Iargaret  Smclau- 
of  Dunbeath.      It  is  unkno^\^l  if  Jean  Stirling  was  ever  married. 

Sir  George  took  part  with  3Iontrose,  Lord  Napier,  and  Sir  Ai-chibald 
Stewart  of  Blacldiall.  in  concerting  measures  in  favour  of  King  Charles  I. 
in  1G41.  which  drew  upon  them  the  indignation  and  persecution  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Estates.  The  measures  of  Montrose  and  Ins  friends  were  regarded 
as  a  conspiracy  or  •  plot.'  and  those  loyal  kinsmen  were  bi-anded  as  plotters. 

The  parlies  concerned  in  the  'plot'  were  all  closely  connected  by  mar- 
riage. 2Iontrose"s  sister  was  married  to  Lord  Napier.  Sir  George  Stirimg 
•  was  married  to.  Napier's  daughter,  who  was  a  niece  of  Montrose,  and  Sir

Archil uiiil  ?Stc\v;n-ts  fidosf  s.u  .JpIiu  was  uianie.l  to  Mary  ^tirlin<j,  sister 
of  Sir  George.  These  I'riemls  had  fV(M|uent  meetings,  both  iu  Montrose's 
lodging  iu  Ediuburgli  and  at  3Iei-cliislon,  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
1640.  A  LieuTenant-Coloiiel  Walter  Stewart  was  admitted  to  their  eouii- 
sels.  and  eiitniste<l  w-ith  a  letter  to  Charles  I.  urging  his  Majesty  to  visit 
Scotland.  The  King  wrote  to  Lord  Xapicr  on  the  20th  May  1G41,  that  he 
intended  to  visit  ^^cu'Jaud.  but  bet'ure  his  :Majesty"s  arrival,  the  plotters  were 
committed  as  priso'.iers  to  tiie  Castle  of  Edinburgh,  on  the  11th  of  June. 
After  being  harassed  by  Argyll  and  the  Committee  of  Estates.  Montrose 
and  his  friend-,  Avere  fully  exonerated  by  the  King  iu  the  following  year. 
As  the  i^roceedings  in  this  affair  arc  fully  detailed  iu  the  ■  ^Memorials  of 
Montrose  and  his  Times,'  ^  it  is  u.nnecessary  to  (juoto  them  here. 

The  Comriiirtee  cf  War  for  Mirlingshiru  for  raising  levies  of  horse  and 
foot,  unanimously  elected  Sir  G»?orge  Stirling  to  be  Lieuteuant-Colonel, 
and  John  ]\IuiTay  of  Touehadam  tr.  be  IMajor  to  Colonel  Lord  Erskme.- 

The  Commissioners  for  sequestrating  the  Estates  under  Cromwell's  Act. 
threatened,  in  1()52.  to  take  Sir  Crf-.rge  Stirling's  estates  -for  his  having 
'  entered  En-'land  with  the  King  and  army.'  But  Sir  3Iungo  Stirling  of 
Glorat  declared  Mi[)on  my  honour  and  conscience,  that  Sir  George  Stirling 
'  entered  not  England  at  all'  Sir  James  Li\-iugston  of  Kilsyth,  made  a 
declarntiini  corroborative  of  tiiis./'  and  the  Commissioners,  l)y  their  waii;int. 
dated  at  Leith.  l.")ih  Septeud)er  :ii;.32.  ordered  tliat  the  estates  -bee  resj.ited 
'•at  present  from  sequestratirm.'  * 

In  1G:V2.  Sir  George  Stirling  and  Sir  }.Iung.»  Stirling  were  appointed 
by  the  shire  of  Stirling,  commissioners  for  treating  of  a  union  between 
Scotland  and  England,  Avith  power  to  attend  the  Engli.sh  Parliament.-^ 

Cromwell,  in  the  following  year,  granted  a  warrant  to  Sir  George  ■  to

Sir  Gcorii-e  Stirlin':;  and  L->rd  Cardmss  tnr  tlu'inselve-^,  and  the  other 
heritors  and  inhabitants,  petitioned  Cromweli's  Cuncil  hi  Scitlaud  f-  have 
tlie  parishes  of  Dmiblane,  Kilmadock,  Kincardine,  P^rt.  Abt-rfuil,  Calander, 
Kii^pen,  Leki'op,  and  Logic,  disjoined  from  the  onnty  of  PLrlh,  and  j(.ined 
to  the  sheritl'dom  of  Stirling.  One  of  the  reasons  stated  in  the  [vlition 
tbr  this  change  is,  that  -when  poynilhigs  are  used  in  these  parishes,  the 

•  poinded   goods  become   useless  to   parties  concerned  before   they  can  be 

•  carried  to  Perth."*      This  petition  was  not  acted  upon  by  the  Coiuicil. 

Sir  George  made  his  will  on  1st  March  1GG4.  in  which  he  says— 'Peeing 
vexed  this  yeir  past  with  sore  paine  in  n)y  legs,  I  purpose,  God  willing, 
to  goe  to  Edinburghe  to  use  the  ordinare  means  tor  freeing  me  tliereot 
in  time  coming.  But  if  it  please  God  so  to  dispose  as  not  only  the  use 
of  meanes  pr..ve  hietVectualle.  l>ut  that  deathe  eusev.-e,  and  this  mortall 
tal)ernaclc  be  dissolved,  I  trust  in  the  mercies  of  God.  tlnxiuglie  the  alone 
merite  of  Jesus  Chryst,  my  Saviour,  to  have  ane  house  not  luade  ^vith  hands 
but  eternall  in  the'  lieaveus.  When  deathe  shall  avreist,  I  not  only  re- 
commen.le  to  (but  conjure)  my  Lord  fJarden,  for  rhe  mutuall  alfection 
hes  bd*n  betwixt  ws,  not  to  let  cut  up  or  bowell  my  body,  but  interre  it 
in  my  ile  in  Dumhlane  Kirk,  without  showe,  trumpets,  or  conveuiing  any 
but  freinds  at  a  n..ir  di.-lance,  and  thai  with  deceneie  and  diligence.'  Among 
other  legacies,  he  appoints  ^  the  virginells  in  the  laigh  tonr  of  tlu-  Kcir  to 

•  be  given  to  the  Lady  Carnocke,  younger,  having  promised  her  them, 
'  being  at  Carnock  as  I  c^imc  eist.'*  On  the  3rd  of  August  of  the  same 
year,  this  legacy  is  revoked,  and  'the  virginalls  to  be  keipt  and  not  given,

[1693-1715.J 

James  Stirlix.i  of  Keir,  who,  as  before  stated,  was  born  on  1st  November 

1679,  was  served  heir  to  his  immediate  elder  bruther  John,  hi  the  barony 

of  Keir.  on  1st  May  1694. 

James  Stuling  was  accused  of  l)eing  imphcated  in  the  attempt  made  on 
behalf  of  the  Stuart  family  to"  invade  Britam  in  the  year  lH.tS.  Along 
with  the  Lairds  of  Garden,  Kippendade,  Touch,  and  Xewton,  James  Stirling 
was  tried  fur  liigh  treason,  in  the  Court  of  Justiciary  at  Edinburgh,  on 
15th  November  17*J8.  One  -jf  the  charges  in  the  indictment  against  them 
is,  that  -you  did  openly  drink  to  the  good  health  of  your  master  as  you 

•  called  him,  who  could  be  none  else  but  the  said  I'rcteudur.'  To  this 
Keir  and  the  others  answered,  that  the  charge  was  =  no  ways  relevant,  Imo. 
'  Because  the  drinking  any  persons  health  is  not  a  crime,  there  being  no

and  his  estates  were  forfeited.  Tbey  were  [iurchased  by  Eobert.  Lord  Blan- 
tyre,  Sir  James  Hamilton  of  Rosehall,  Baronet,  Mr.  James  Graham  of  Aii-th, 
judge  of  the  High  Court  of  Admiralty  in  Scotland,  Mr.  John  Stuart,  ad- 
vocate, brother  of  Lord  Blantyre,  Ralph  Duudas  of  Manor,  and  William 
Stirlmg  of  Xorthwoodside.  for  behoof  of  John,  tlie  eldest  son  of  James.' 

On  the  breaking  out  of  the  Rebelli(jn  in  1745,-  James  Stirling  was  im- 
prisoned in  Dumbarton  Castle.  The  Glasgow  Courant  of  3Lay  1746,  con- 
tains a  notice,  that  '  John'  (a  mistake  for  James)  •'  Stirling  of  Keir.  elder,  with 
'  his  son  Hugh,  and  James  Stirhng  of  Craigbarnet,' being  found  on  board  of  a 
'  Dutch  .ship  lying  off  the  Larg.«,  bound  for  Rotterdam,  were  taken  by  Captain 

•  Andrew  Crawford  of  the  king's  boat  at  Cumbra,  and  carried  prisoner  to 

•  Rothesay  in  Bute ;  and  yesterday  we  liave  advice  of  their  being  brought 
'  to  the  Castle  of  Dumbarton,  late  on  Saturday's  night.'  Lady  Hamilton  of 
Rosehall  wlio  was  Margaret  Stirling,  daughter  of  James  of  Keir,  visited  the 
three  Stirling  prisoners  iu  Duiubartou  Castle,  and  by  concealing  a  rope  lad- 
der about  her  dress,  they  availed  themselves  of  it,  and  made  their  escape.^

Their  postnuptial  contract  is  dated  29th 
Februaiy  1704.*  wheixby  ^lio  is  pro'.idt-il  in  an  annuity  of  three  thousand 
merks,  which  was  allowed  to  her  after  the  forfeiture  of  her  husband.  b\' 
charter,  mider  the  Great  Seal.  l.")th  December  1718.

Archibald  Stirlixg  was  born  at  Keir.  4th  Septevat»er  1710.  He  ^vent  trj 
Jamaica  in  early  life  and  became  a  merchant.  It  was  probably  on  tlie  occasion 
of  his  going  to  Jamaica,  that  he  obtained  from  Pioderick  Chalmers.  Ross  Herald, 
a  blazon  of  his' armorial  bearings,  and  which  are  thus  described  — ''  Argent  on 
'  a  Bend  sable  tla-ee  Buckles  or ;  a  Crescent  as  a  brotherly  distinction,  all 
'  within  a  borduie  (piarterly  or,  charged  with  a  Pvose  gules,  barbed  vert,  and 
'  cheque  azure  and  argent  (being  the  principal  armorial  tigures 
'  of  Blantyre),  above  the  Shield  an  Helmet  bethting  his  de- 
'  gree,  with  a  mantle  gides,  doubling  argent,  and  on  a  wreath 
'  of  his  Colours  is  set  for  his  Cre^t  a  floor's  Head,  coupcd  v. 
'  proper,  and  on  an  E.^croU  above,  this  motto,  Gang  Fordv.ard.'^

*  breeding.    She  has  been  an  agreeable  comf<.irt  to  me.  and  I  ho[.e  she  will  prove

'  you  will  both  sjioyle  lukly  if  you  don't  .soon.'     Soon  after  her  marriage,  this 
lady  plaimed  and  partly  cxecutcl  the  green  teirace  on  the  south  side  of  the  park 
at  keir,  on  the  top  of  the  slope,  k^o^nl  as  Caniie  Bank.

William  SiirLiyG  ^vas  born  at  Cawder  on   5th  June  172.">,  and   although 
he  was  the  twelfth  son  of  his  father,  he  inherited  tlie  estate  of  Keir  through 
the  failure  of  his  eleven  elder  brothers.     He  was  served  heir  of  his  brother 
Archibald,  under  the  above  mentioned  entail,  23rd  January  1781. 

William  Stirling  was  engaged  in  the  rising  in  favour  of  the  Stuart  famdy 
in  1745,  along  with  his  father  and  his  brother  Hugh.  The  account  of  the 
expense  (f  their  imiforras  on  that  occasion  is  preserved  among  the  Keu'  papers.

\  arljoiniug  his  brotlier's  estate  of  Cawrler,  and  built  ti.e  greater  part  of  the  exist- 
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ing  mansion  houj=e,  where  he  redded  from  1808  until  ISIG,  when  he  sold  Keu- 
mur?  to  his  hi-other  Archihakl  for  £40,000.     He  afterwartls  took  up  liis  abode 
at  Cawder,  obtaining  a  lixo-lease  of  the  house  from  lii.s  elder  brother,  and  con- 
tinued to  reside  there  during  the  remainder  of  his  life.     He  married  at  Linla- 
then,  on  14th  October  1817,.  Christian,  daughter  of  David  Erskine,  C.S.,  third 
son  of  John  Erskine  of  Caruock,  author  of  the  Institute  of  the  Law  of  Scot- 
land, who  survives  him.    Hi.s  leisure  hours  were  devoted  to  rural  pursuits,  and 
he  was  no  lc5-s  active  as  an  agriculturist  than  as  a  merchant.     He  made  lar"-e 
adoition-s  to  Cawder  House,  and  built  the  western  wing,  from  the  design  of 
David  Hamilton.     He  also  laid  out  the  existing  gardens,  in  which  he  formed  a 
piece  of  water,  by  cUverting  the  course  of  the  river  Kelvin,  and  effected  manv 
otlier  improvements  in  the  pleasure  grounds.     F(jr  many  years  he  was  oreatlv 
consulted  by  his  eider  brother  in  the  management  of  liis  estate ;  and  many  of 
the  plantations  and  other  embellishments  of  Keir  were  planned  and  superin- 
tended by  him.     During  a  tour  in  Italy  in  1824  and  182.5,  he  purchased  a 
considerable  number  of  pictures,  from  collections  made  in  the  towns  where 
the  masters  were  resident,  or  where  they  had  gone  for  study.     These  pictures, 
togetlier  with  his  library,  are  preserved  by  his  widow  at  Cawder.     Dyin*'-  after 
a  brief  illness  at  Cawder,  on  the  30th  January  1830,  aged  fiftv-eight,  he  was 
bm-ied  at  Leci-opt.  Ix'ing  the  first  of  his  family  whose  remains  were  laid  in  tlie 
vault  under  tlie  suurhern  end  of  the  thou  recentl}  built  parish  church.

1822,  aged  thirteen  years.*     Sarah  afterwards  married  on  3rd  September  1821 
Commissary-General  Thomas  Dunmure,  and  died  on  23rd  .June  1823.

William  Stirling  of  Keir  died  suddenly  at  Keir  on  22nd  May  1793,  aged 
sixty-eight,  and  was  buried  at  Dunblane.  He  was  walking  in  the  grounds  with 
his  son  Archibald,  when  he  was  seized  with  apoplexy,  and  he  expired  shortly 
after  being  carried  into  the  house.     He  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son—

[1793-1831.] 
Ja3IES  Stirling  was  boru  at  Cawder  on  the  8th  October  17<36.  In  1787  or 
1788,  he  entered  the  11th  Dragoons,  and  left  the  ser\-ice,  in  which  he  held  the 
rank  of  lieutenant,  in  1793,  ^\hen  he  succeeded  his  father  in  Keir. 
/^-?3^^,  With  the  exception  of  a  residence  in  Sicily,  whither  he  was  sent  for 
^S^'^>^  the  benefit  of  his  health  during  the  British  occupation  of  the  island 
^-^-^^^^^-^  in  1812  and  1813,  James  Stirling  spent  his  life  almost  entirely  at 
Keir.  He  was  very  fond  of  tield  sports,  especially  of  coursing,  but  his  prin- 
cipal occupation  was  agricultiu'c  and  the  breeding  and  reaiing  of  cattle,  and 
in  these  pursuits  he  was  eminently  successful.  During  his  tenure  of  his  pro- 
perty, he  greatly  embellished  the  gi-ounds,  both  by  forming  considerable  plan- 
tations and  by  making  the  north  and  south  approaclies,  the  latter  of  wliich 
he  carried  oq  a  bridg;e  over  Lcoropt  burn,  and  l)y  buibling  tlie  two  park 
lodg-es  on  the  Crietf  and  Stirling  turni)ikc  road.  To  the  mansion  hr-use  he 
m.idc  two  cuu.-idera-ble  iitbUtii-us  on  the  western  side,  including  the  drawing- 
room  and  the  galieiy.

Archiuall)  Stirling  was  born  at  CawJer  on  2nd  Angmt  17(!0.  Like  former 
younger  sons  of  tlie  fiunily,  he  went  in  early  life  to  Jamaica,  sailing  iVir  jloutego 
Boy  in  April  IT^'i^'J.  For  nearly  tweutA'-five  years  he  w;is  a  planter  there,  on  his 
father's  estates  of  Hampden  and  Frontier.  On  his  return  home,  he  purchased 
from  liis  In'other  Charles  the  estate  of  Kenniure.  where  he  settled  with  his  wife 
Elizahfth  ]^[avweli.  secomd  daughter  of  Sir  John  ]\Iax^^■ell  of  Pollolc,  Bart,  (whom 
he  married  on  1st  June  LS1.5).  and  resided  there  until  her  death,  aged  twenty- 
iiiue.  on  .jth  Septemher  1822.  After  that  event  he  removed  to  Edinburgh,  wliere 
he  lived  for  sonic-  years  in  the  liouse  No.  24.  Drummoiid  Place,  _ 
which  lie  purcha-ed.  In  18.31  he  succeeded  his  brother  James 
in  tlie  family  estates,  and  resided  at  Keir  with  httle  interruption 
until  his  death,  which  took  place  somewhat  suddenly  in  the 
night  of  the  9th  of  April  1847.  During  those  sixteen  j'cars, 
he  devoted  himself  with  great  zeal  to  agricultural  pursuits,  and  drained  and 
impr.ived  large  portions  of  his  property,  both  at  Keir  and  Cawder,  Like 
his  brother  Jame<.  he  also  paid  considerulile  attention  to  the  breeding  and 
rearing  of  st.jck,  especially  short-horned  cattle.  He  ompleted  the  drawing- 
room  and  gallery,  added  to  the  mansion  house  of  Keir,  ])Ui  left  imtinished 
by  his  bnnher.  At  Cawder  and  Kenmure,  he  added  considerably  to  tluj 
value  of  hilt  lands  by  th.e  discovery  of  iron,  coal,  and  tVecstone,  Avhicli  are  still 
extensively  worked  tlicre.  In  the  later  yeai-s  of  his  life,  his  West  Indian 
property,  like  mv-st  otheis  at  that  time,  was  greatly  deteriorated  in  value; 
and  he  sold  his  estate  of  Frontier,  which  had  sometimes  produced  a  yearly 
return  of  £.jOOO  for  s..mething  less  than  £8000.  As  a  lamllord,  Archibahl 
Sthliug  was  both  liberal  and  beloved,  and  few  men  were  more  munirieent  in 
their  charities.

Kelr.  having  removed  tlic  entrance  from  the  east  to  the  north,  1)wilt  a  new  set 
of  offices,  turned  the  oM  entrance  hall  into  a  library,  and  added  a  bay  of  five 
windows  to  the  centre  of  the  eastern  front.     Tlie  porch,  gateway,  and  connect- 
ing arcade,  and  the  terraces  which  surround  three  sides  of  the  house,  were 
likewise  constructed  by  him.  and  he  has  added  considerably  to  the  pleasure- 
grounds.

This  l.>ranch  is  liie  nearest  in  male  puocessinu  to  tlie  main  lino  uf  Keir  after 
Mv.  Stirling  Crawfurd  of  Milton,  and  Ids  brother  Mr.  Stirling  Stnart  of  Castle- 
milk  and  his  family.  It  has  existed  since  the  year  1G13  ;  and  in  the  course 
of  its  descent,  has  prodticed  a  successful  lawyer,  who  attained  to  the  digmty 
of  the  Bench,  and  a  distinguished  raatiiematiciau,  who  was  the  friend  and 
correspondent  of  Sir  Isaac  Ne^vton,  and  other  eminent  men  of  his  time. 

Garden,  Oardenne,  or  Cardon  as  it  was  frequently  called,  was  acquired  in  the 
beginning  of  the  se veuteenth  century,  by  Sir  Archibald  Stirling  of  Keir.  from 
Sir  James  Forrester  of  Garden,  whose  fiimily  had  possessed  that  estate  for  a 
consiilerable  period.  Garden'  was  then  of  much  gi-eater  e.vtent  than  it  i>!  now. 
In  r<aifs  r»rap  of  the  T.onno^,  there  are  uoti.'d  the  East,  iliddie,  and  West 
Canlens.  Tiie  old  Castle  or  TovN-er  of  Garden  has  l>een  demolished  but  th.e 
site  is  well  known.  It  stood  on  a  knoll,  in  a  largo  marsh,  about  half  a  mile 
to  the  north-west  of  the  i>resent  mansion  liouse  of  Garden.^ 

The  first  Stirling  who  possessed  G;irden  as  a  se]ianite  esla-e  was  —

Lord 
Garden  carried  ou  the  line  of  the  Keir  Family,  an  accouiit  of  both  fatlier  and 
son  is  given  under  the  Keir  line.

Archi- 
bald Stirling  made  over  Garden  to  his  next  brother  John,  al)out  a  year  after 
his  succession.  Arclubal.l  married  at  Barbadoes  in  1712.  Elizabeth  Jones, 
Avidow  of  "Sir.  Eead  of  that  island.  An  account  of  this  lady  is  given  in  the 
following  letter  from  liim  to  his  father,  dated  Barbadoes,  9  March  17}  i — 

•  The  persun  I  inclir.o  to  nmrry  i.>  a  widow  of  :d„,ut  23  or  -24  years  old.  n  very  good 
'  woman,  and  of  vfvy  good  sense  and  discretion,  and  very  well  born.  The  truth  is.  she

'  but  if  I  carrv  this  Irishiess.-'  I  shall  nnt  uiueli  want  money:  and  her  education  and 
'  frugality  are  better  than  a  fortune.  She  never  luid  a  child,  her  f-rmor  husband 
'  having  "died  young,  and  being  obliged  to  part  from  her  presently  after  marriage,  so 
'  that  she  goes  by  the  name  of  the  .Maiden  Widow.  All  my  friemls  here,  particularly 
'  the  Brigadier,  approve  of  my  choice :  and  I  ;.iiall  be  very  happy  if  you  ple:'.i»e  to  ap- 
'  prove  of  it  too.  I  have  r.^pre^ented  nothing  to  you  bnt  the  truth  iu  this  ;tiiair.  and 
'  hare  omitted  to  tell  you  nothing  material,  save  only  this,  that  I  can  have  several 
'  other  ways  of  living  very  comf..riably.  in  case  this  which  1  have  mentioned  should 
'  miscarry'  f-.r  I  have  very  good  fiiLiids  in  this  couun-ey.  Now.  Sir.  as  you  have

Archibald,  the  eldest  suu  of  Archibald  Stirling  and  Elizabeth  Jones,  was 
born  on  the  ISth  of  ^klarch  17i:i;  and  his  futher  writes  in  June  following, 
that  'he  is  a  very  fine  lusty  child.;'  aiul  again  in  the  July  <.f  the  next  year, 
that  his  little  sou  •  is  almo..t  the  very  picture  of  my  bn,ther  at  Oxford.     I 

■  pray  God  he  may  be  as  good  a  man  as  he  i>  liia.-  to  [.rove.' '  J:.mes  Stir-

•  he  be  good  for  any  thing.'  The  same  letter  concludes  ^\'ith  a  warm  appeal 
to  the  writer's  m-.ther  for  clothing  for  poor  •  Baldy/  who  was  an  object  of  com- 
passion to  the  Idnd  hearted  mathematician.  In  the  IbUuwing  yeai-,  Archibald 
.Stirling  kept  a  school  in  London,  the  fees  from  which  •  iieai-ly  maintained  1dm; 
as  Ills  brotlier  James  -nTites.  There  was  another  son.  if  not  two,  of  this  mar- 
riage, but  all  the  sons  died  young.  Archibald  Stilling  died  in  August  1732, 
leaving  three  daughters.  An  account  of  his  death  and  family  is  given  iji  the 
following  letter  fmm  his  brother  James,  dated  the  12th  of  the  same  month  —

The  jwuMgest  Jauditer  was  m;irnt\l  t<>  .Mr.  Lnytoii,  and  had  at  least  one 
son,  Thomas  La^ton  ut'  Old  ^Manse,  Kinross,  wh.i  died  there  -'ii  23rd  Xuvember 
1S3G,  leavuiu'  two  sons  and  one  daughter,  viz.  —  (1.)  David  Stark  La\i;on, 
surgeon,  L.R.CS.E.  Ci.)

Grizell  Graham,  youngest  daughter  of 
Eobert  Graliam  of  (nirtmore.-  They  had  three  sons  and  two  daughters  — 
1.  Archibald,  who  succeeded  to  Garden.  2.  Edlicrt,  born  on  Friday,  9th, 
N.  S.  20tli,  March  1739.  He  went  to  India  ia  the  military  service  ;  and 
while  returning  hiinie  in  bad  health,  died  at  tlie  Cane  of  Good  Iboj-e  in  IHJ5, 
unmarried.^  3.  James,  born  on  Tluu-s  lay,  4tli.  X.  S.  15th.  Decendjor  1740. 
Hf  went  to  Jamaica  as  a  planter,  and  died  tliere  young  and  unmarried.^ 
4.  Isabell,  born  12th  January  1742:  and  ;").  Ann,  born  IDth  Xo\-ember  1747. 
Isabell  and  Ann  died  uiuiiarried — the  latter  at  Garden  ;d)uut  the  year  1S2.5.-^ 
Grizell  Graham   predeceased  her  husband  in  ilay  17.">1.* 

John  Stirling  built  the  present  house  of  Garden,  about  the  year  1751, 
on  the  lauds  of  Blairt'eichan.

Wlien  he  was  boarded  with  a  friend  iu  his  youth,  his  aunt,  Mary, 
wrote  to  his  tather  that  '•  he  is  a  gentle  sweet  lad."  ^  He  succeeded  his  tather 
in  Garden  ub.nit  the  year  17i">!-).  k.i  that  time  an<l  [a-eviously.  he  assisted 
his  uncle  James  iu  the  management  of  the  niiue.s  at  LeadhiUs,  and  on  the 
death  of  his  uacle.  he  l>ocame  s^-le  manager.  He  purchased  the  estates-  of 
Arnmore,  Arnhnlay,  and  Arngibbou,  all  adjoining  Garden.  He  executed  an 
entail  of  the  estate  of  Garden  on  •22nd  November  1816,  and  recorded  in  the 
Register  of  Entails  on  21st  December  following.  After  James  Stirling,  his 
only  son,  and  Ann  Stirling,  sister  of  the  granter.  he  nominated  the  second  son 
to  be  born  to  Archibald  Stirling  of  Hampden,  in  the  Island  of  Jamaica,  after- 
wards of  Keir,  and  also  ^Villiam,  John,  James,  Charles,  and  Sylvester, -the 
second,  third,  f  nuth,  lit'th.  and  sixth  sons  of  John  Sthling  of  Kippendavie,  and 
the  second  or  other  younger  sons  of  Patrick  Stirling,  his  eldest  son.  In  the 
event  of  there  being  only  -me  son  exi.-,ting  for  the  time  iu  any  degree  or  genera- 
tion, it  is  provided  Vy-  the  entail,  that  such  only  son  may  enjoy  1)oth  estates  of 
Garden  and  Keir.  or  Garden  and  Kippendavie,  during  his  life,  or  vmtil  he  had 
a  second  son  who  .-liould  attain  the  age  of  twenty-nne  ycius,  when  Garden 
should  devL.lve  on  him.  From  the  terms  of  the  destination  in  this  entail, 
it  is  clear,  that  at  the  date  of  it  thc^e  were  no  nearer  hens-n>ale  of  the 
Garden  family,  known  to  the  maker  of  the  entail  as  then  existing,  other- 
wise thoy  would  have  been  nominated  preferably  to  the  younger  sons  of 
the  Klir  and  Kippendavie  families.  Archibald  Stirling  married  in  1772 
his  cousin.  Christian,  daughter  of  James  Stirling  the  Venetian.  He  died 
at  Garden  in  January  1824,  aged  eighty-seven,  and  was  succeeded  by  his 
only  son  — 

VI.  James  Stiklixg  of  Garden.  He  was  born  yn  3rd  Sei)tember  1772. 
He  purchased  the  estate  of  Arnprior,  adjoining  Garden.  During  his  posses- 
sion'of  the  estate  of  Garden,  he  greatly  increased  its  value  by  extensive  and 
judicious  improvements,  liavlug  exi-ended  nearly  £4i),00U  since  liis  succession 
in  1824.  He  was  reirarded  by  his  tenants  as  one  of  the  best  landlords  in  the 
district.

He  was  the  second  sur\-ivhig  son  of  the  socoud  mavria.ire  of  Archibald  Stirling  of 
Garden  (III.\  and  grandson  of  Lord  Gard.'D.  He  was  born  before  11th  3Iay.  and 
baptized  on  1st  August  100-2,  and  was  the  second  son  of  the  same  Olu-istiau  name, 
his  eldest  horn  brother.  James,  having  died  in  intancy.  It  i.s  believed  that  James 
Stirling  was  first  educated  at  Glasgow.  When  in  his  eighteenth  year  he  went  to  the 
University  of  Oxford.  This  was  either  b  the  end  of  Deocmber  1710.  or  in  the 
beginning  of  the  following  year.  During  his  joiu-ney  to  London,  preparatory  to 
joining  the  University  of  Oxford.  James  Stirling  Avrites  to  his  father,  ti-om  Xowcastle- 
under-Lyne.  on  the  18th  of  Xovembcr  1710  —  '  We  are  within  116  miles  of  Loudon.' 
'  We  have  been  all  very  well  since  we  came  away,  ami  the  foil  rids  very 
'  well,  and  hath  a  very  good  stomach.'^  After  reaching  Lvudon.  he  WTites  to  his 
mother  on  the  12th  of  Dceember  —  ■  I  spent  as  little  money  on  the  road  as  I  could. 
'  I  could  spend  no  less,  seeing  I  wont  with  such  company,  for  they  lived  on  the 
'■  best  meat  and  drink  the  road  could  aiiVnxl.  Xon  of  tltem  came  so  near  the  price  of 
■  their  horses  as  I  did.  altho'  thoy  kept  them  14  day>  h^ire,  and  payed  every  night 
'  16  pence  for  the  piece  of  them.'  .  .  .  '  There  is  no  fc'i>v  of  ill  company  here, 
'  since  I  have  non  but  ministers.-  Being  at  leng'h  established  i.'  0.\fml..  he  writes 
to  his  father  from  thence  on  the  'iOth  of  February  1711  —  -  Every  thing  is  very  dear 
'  here.  •^ly  shirts  coast  me  14  shillings  Sterling  a  piece,  and  they  arc  so  course  I 

•  can  hardly  wear  them,  and  I  had  as  fit  hands  for  buying  them  a^  I  could.'      .      .      . 

•  We  have  a  very  plea.sant  life  as  well  as  protiteablo.  We  have  very  much  to  do ; 
'  but  there  is  nothing  here  like  strickness.  I  was  lately  matriculate,  and  with  the 
'  help  of  my  tutor.  I  escaped  the  oaths,  but  with  much  a,lo.'=^  In  another  letter  to  his 
father,  dated  Oxon.  20th  March  1712.  James  Stirling  writes—'  I  doubt  not  but  you 
'  have  heard  of  Bannockbiun's  marriage  to  -Mar's  sister.     The   ISth  of  this  month 

■  '  dyed  my  Lord  Glames  at  L^ud-a  of  the  small  pocks,  just  a.s  ho  was  setting  of  for

Dvuring  his  residence  there,  and  subseipiently,  he  corresponded  with  Sir  Isaac 
Newton  and  other  emiuent  mathematicians.  There  are  pcserred  at  Garden  a  few  let- 
ters written  to  and  by  James  Stuling,  the  remains  of  a  larger  collection,  unfortunately 
destroyed.  Amongst  them  are  letters  from  3Iacluurin.  Cramer.  Eider,  Bernoidli." 
Ivlingenstiern,  Castel.  Bi-adley,  Gumming.  Campaiila.  Machin.  Folkes,  and  Glairaut, 
chiefly  ^VTitten  between  17iiS-17o'^.  l.tTio  is  as  late  as  1747.  As  specimens  of  that

Obliged  to  fly  from  \'enioe.  ia  cf.nsoquenco  of  his  having  dincoTercd  the  secret 
of  making  plate  glass,  aud  the  glassuiakers  wishing  to  got  him  assassinated.  James 
Stirling  retiu-ued  to  London  about  the  year  IT-Jo.  He  continued  to  reside  there  for 
about  °en  years,  during  the  greater  part  of  which  period  ho  was  connected  with  an 
Academy  in  Tr,wer  Street.  Besides  his  scieutitic  covrespondonce  at  this  time,  a  spe- 
cimen of  which  has  jiL-^c  been  rpiotcd.  James  Stirling  also  corresponded  with  his  rela- 
tives in  Scotland.  His  letters  are  always  written  in  a  pleasant  lively  style,  as  extracts 
from  the  originals  at  Garden  will  .bnv.  On  .)th  June  lr2r>.  he  wTites  to  his  brother 
John,  that  he  is  to  prepare  several  papers  of  liis  own  for  the  press ;  and  that  ■  Sir 
'  Isaac  Xewton  lives  a  little  way  off  in  the  country.  I  go  frequently  to  see  him.,  and 
'  find  him  extremely  kind  and  serviceable  iu  everything  I  desire:  but  he  is  much 

•  failed,  aud  not  able  to  do  as  ho  has  done.     Mr.  Stanhope  is  not  here :  I  can't  get 

■  information  where  he  is.  But  I  have  already  got  a  new  patron,  fruiu  whom  I  expect 
'  good  things.  He  has  a  brave  heartsor,io  hou,.e  of  young  ladie.^  with  vhom  T  spend

Charles,  although  the  reason  for  calling  him  the  Laird  dne.->  not  appear  :    James  says, 

■  I  have  nut  got  the  I.aird  off  my  hund.'  yet,  his  v.  riling  improves  but  slowly,  else  he 
'•  might  have  been  provided  f'ir  before  this  time.     He  lives  here  in  om-  house,  and 

'  somctiifcs  we  have  some  fun  ^vith  him.  especially  when  he  plays  at  cards,  ho  talks 

•  very  learnedly  on  Hisrorv.  Genealogies,  and  Conkry,  but  above  all  things  on  man 
'  midwifery,  which  makes  him  a  great  favfiurite  of  mcirri.d  ladies,  and  so  he  may  well

'  own  inferior  to  her,  but  is  not  that  sutTiciently  recompensed  by  the  disparity  of  their 
'  ages,  which  is  as  groat  an  advantage  on  his  si.le  as  the  superiority  of  her  blood  is 
'  on  hers?     And  for  her  fcimiliarity  with  him.  it  is  no  more  but  a  necessary  conse- 

•  quence  of  her  affection,  and  I  suppose  consisted  in  such  small  trifles  as  could  be  no 

•  shame  to  either  of  thorn  unless  they  had  been  maliciously  made  publick.  and  such  as 
'  passes  between  any  two  persons  that  have  honourable  designs  on  one  another.  I

'  most  dear  to  her,  otuI  at  ihe  s.nnetime  to  revenge  herself  on  ihose,  who  in  a  most 
'  inhumane  manner,  caused  the  separation.  T  wish  ye  may  agree  bettor  fur  the  future, 
'  (fat  least  have  better  reasons  to  allege  on  your  side  for  (piarreUing.' 

James  Stirling  was  appointed,  about  17:15.  manager  for  the  Scots  Mining  Company, 
of  the  mines  at  Lcadhilis.  Learned  as  he  was  in  mathematics,  and  highly  ipialitied 
as  it  will  be  seen  he  was  for  managing  tliese  imiiorttmt  mines,  a  task  which  had  baffled 
his  predecessor,  James  Stirling  confesses  to  an  utter  incn pacify  f  .r  the  humbler  duty 
of  .superintending  his  own  hou.-ohold  affairs  at  Leadiiills.  In  a  letter  to  his  brother 
John,   dated  from  thence   on    'ilst    September   1T:-5S,    he   says  —  -  I  came  here   on 

•  Tuesday  kst,  and  am  but  since  th:it  time  begun  to  be  a  housekeeper;  and  altho'  my 
'  family  consist  but  of  a  man  an-l  maid,  yet  I  am  certain  they  will  live  and  eat  and 

•  drink  a.s  they  please,  for  I  liave  neither  leisure  nor  capacity  to  lo..k  into  h.tnsehold

'  once  s.;tt  tilings  on  a  right  f.-oting.  I  .■^h..ul.l  nor  d<-<ire  iln^m  to  stay  all  the  winter 
'  hero  unless  they  chose  it  themselves.' 
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An  iuterestii^!;  aceouut  of  his  uianagomeut,  as  well  as  that  of  his  successor,  Archi- 
bald Stirling  of  Garden,  his  nejihew  and  son-in-h'.w.  is  contained  in  the  •  Modern  His- 
'  tory  of  Leadhillji."  •which  appeared  in  the  (Jondeman's  ^lapraziue  fur  June  1S53. 

It  appears  from  that  account,  that  at  tirst  the  superintendence  of  the  mines  was 
committed  to  Sir  John  Erskiue,  who  had  been  iusiriimcucal  in  establishing  the  vSeots 
Mining  Company:  but  he  seems  to  have  bc'en  little  fitted  i'><r  the  office,  and  tiie 
prospects  of  the  imdertaking  were  for  a  time  any  thing  but  encouraging.     '  A  change 

•  in  the  management,  and  the  judicious  appointment  of"  Mr.  Stirling.  '  a  gentleman  of 
'  great  talents,  as  agent,  soon  produced  a  ei"'mploto  alteration  in  the  state  i,f  aftairs : 
'  and  from  that  period,  his  exertions  and  those  of  his  successors,  3Ir.  Stirling  of 
'  Garden,  and  3Ir.  Irving,  afterwards  Lord  Newton,  secm*ed  to  the  company  most 
'  ample  returns  for  its  capital  till  nearly  tlie  pre.-Jcut  day. 

'  3Ir.  Stirling  brought  to  the  task  he  had  undertaken  not  only  the  highest  scion - 
'  tifie  .-kill,  but  remarkable  administrative  talents :    and  it  is  to  a  code  of  rules  and 

•  regidations  tkawn  up  by  him  shortly  after  he  c;uue  to  resi'ie  at  Leadhills.  that  the 
'  village  owes  not  only  the  greater  part  of  its  prosperity,  bnt  most  of  its  singular  and 
'  peculiar  charaoterLstics. 

'  He  divided  the  workmen  into  f.Hir  classes  —  miners,  labourers,  wa^-hers.  and 
■  smelters. 

■  The  first  class  were  employed  exclusively  in  getting  the  ore.  or  in  forming  the 
'  necessary  .shafts  and  adits.      In  the  latter  case,  they  were  paid  according  to  the 

•  number  of  f.ithoi'is  cut;  in  tho  fa-mcT.  by  the  tens  of  smelted  lead  raised  by  them. 
'  The  rate  of  pavnuent  f:)r  the.se.  varied  according  to  the  nature  of  the  rock  and  the 

richnefc  of  the  vein.  The  miners  were  divided  into  companies  of  eight  men  each, 
to  whom  a  particular  li)c,ility  in  the  works  wa.>  assigned.  As  tho  dimensions  (>f  the 
workings  only  permitted  two  men  to  work  at  once,  if  followeil.  as  a  matter  of  eom-so, 
that  each  was  only  engaged  for  six  hours  below  ground.  Tliey  were  therefcjre 
relieved  at  noon,  midnight,  and  six  o'clock,  tuorning  and  evening.  Shortly  before 
the.se  hoiu-s,  the  men  who  were  to  go  down.  a>.-?embled  in  a  mom  called  the  Ren- 
dezvous, v.hen  the  overseers  .saw  that  they  were  all  present.  There  was  an  im]iort;;nt 
reason  for  this.  The  men  did  not  descend  the  pits  b}-  ladders,  but  were  let  down 
and  piulvd  up  by  ropes,  attached  l«>  windlasses  worked  by  their  comrad.'s.  It  was 
therefore  necessary  that  b(..th  sets  should  be  at  the  pit  at  the  ^amc  time,  in  order 
that  they  might  mutually  assist  each  otlicr.  No  buckets,  such  as  we  see  in  coal- 
pits, were  u.^ed,  but  a  knot  having  been  nrade  in  the  cable,  tiie  right  leg  was  thrust 
through  it;  tho  mpe  was  then  gra.sped  between  the  left  arm  and  the  si(i(>s;  tlic 
caudle,  inserted  in   :i   liall  >.[  i-i:.e    \r,i>  t-UTJ.-.l   ill  tlie   i.  fi    !i  mmI.    ind  ill"   r'fj',l  u-^i:]   la 
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■  fon.lin^z  otWhe  sides  of  the  :=!uift.     This  has  beon  prnmninced  by  the  ni-is:  coiufotetir 

■  authorities  to  ho  much  the  safest  mode  of  letting  th.e  men   down  ;    and  eertniiily. 

•  accidents  durins  this  process  were  almost  uukno'.vn.  while  several  have  occiivred, 
'  since  ladders  aud  buckets  were  introduced.     With  the  view  of  affording  a  system 

■  of  provision  for  old  age,  a  rejrulation  w<as  introduced,  by  which  a  man  who  had  be- 
'  come  less  able  for  his  work  from  age  or  ill  health,  was  allowed  to  introduce  a  young 

•  man  into  the  bargain  as  his  assistant.  The  two  certainly  obtained  only  the  share 
'  of  one  able  miner :  but  t!ie  junior  was  glad  to  accept  a  comparatively  small  portion, 

•  as  he  -was  instructed  in  the  business,  and  all  vacancies  in  the  regular  body  of  the 
'  miners  were  filled  up  from  these  ^issi-tants.  lu  tact,  the  regidation  permiftod  each 
'  of  the  elder  miners  to  keep  an  apprent^c". 

'■  The  laboiu-ors  were  considered  unskille<l  workmen,  and  were  employed  in  con - 

•  veving  the  ore  obtained  by  the  miners  to  the  foot  of  th.e  pit.  wlicre  it  was  raised  by  a 

•  horse-gin  in  some  cases,  and  in  others  by  a  windlass,  which  they  worked  fhen\selves. 
'  and  laid  in  heaps  at  the  mouth  of  tlio  shaft,  the  produce  of  each  company  f>f  miners 
'  l)cin2  kept  bv  itself.     The  employment  of  this  body  of  men  was  more  irregidar  than 

•  that  of  the  miners,  and  tliey  were  paid  cither  by  day's  wages,  or  contvacted  for  the 

•  bringing  of  a   partienlar  parcel  of  ore   to  tho   surface. 

'  The  washers  were  employed  in  pulverizing  the  ore  aud  separating  it  fruni  impurities. 
'  For  this  they  were  paid  per  ton  of  smehed  lead.  Thr^y  had  xxnder  them  a  number 
'■  of  boys,  who  wore  chiefly  occupied  in  pounding  the  lead  with  broad  flat  hammers. 

•  a  process  which  has  more  recently  been  perf-rmcd  by  machinery.     From  tlieso  boys 

•  the  a.ssistant  miners  already  referred  to  were   >elected.     Allan   Fuunsay  the  poet. 

•  wIfIS  wa^  born  in  the  vilh-.ge.  and  is  its  literary  celebrity,  bcg:in  life  in  this  capacity. 

■  The  fourth  ar.d  list  class  were  the  .«melters.  who  wero  very  limited  in  number. 
'  Till  the  e-vmmoneemeut  of  ti.e  present  century,  they  were  generally  strangers  brought 

•  from  Endand.  the  necesstiry  skill  not  having  been  acpiired  by  the  native  workmen 
'  till  about  that  period.     They  were  also  paid  by  the  piece.     They  usually  began  work 

•  at  an  earlv  l)f)ur  in  the  morning,  and  h-ft  off  about  oh.'ven  o'chudi  in  the  forenoon. 

■  Under  these  roirulatious  you  will  ob.-erve.  that  the  working  hours  were  very  short. 
'  and  a  large-  portion  of  their  time  wa.s  loft  at  the  <li'posal  of  the  workmen.     Another 

•  rule  pro-.-ided  for  the  ciuiialile  di>triuntion  of  this  among  the  mon.     By  it,  it   wa,-; 

•  arranged  that  those  who  went  holuw  ground  ut  midnigiit  during  cue  week,  sh.niUl  .lo 

•  so  at  six  in  Uu;  murniug  ;ho  uvs.\.  an.l  -o  on  in  rniatl'^n.     It  is  to  tiio  n-e  made  of  this 

•  unoccupied  time  that  the  viiV-!'.:.'  <.wo>  the  remarkal>!-  appearance  it  presents  of  a  green 

•  oa.si^  amoiii.'  the  siurouuding  he.ith.      IJy  the  mining  h>ascs.  Lord  flopetonn  became 
■  b.iiin'i  to  furnUii  the  Ciim]->any  wirli  lU-  groumi  re.(ui.'ite  t^r  thi;  house-;  an.l  yards  of 
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their  wovkn^ii.  The  vrofl  vanls  was.  v.-jthout  donl.t.  urigiicilly  inteiulcd  to  rein-eseiit 
no  more  than  a  smuU  garden  attached  tn  each  cottage  :  but  it  came  by  degrees  to  re- 
ceive a  much  more  liberal  interpretation,  the  Ilopctomi  family  ha\-ing  allowed  every 

■  miner  to  occupy  as  much  waste  1u;hI  as  he  could  reclaim  and  keep  in  cultivation  by 

■  the  liboui-  of  himself  and  family.     To  tlie.se  agricultural  operations,  which  wore  en- 

•  tirely  carried  on  bv  the  spade,  the  unoccupied  time  of  tiie  miners  ^vas  devoted.    It  al.-o 

•  hap])ened.  that  the  company,  instead  of  erecting  houses,  permitted  the  men  to  build 
'  them  for  themselves.  Thci'c  thus  ar..s,-  an  ill-defined  right,  a  sort  of  quasi  [.rcperty. 
'  in  these  lauds  and  hou.ses.  and  the  miners  have  for  mitn?  tlian  a  eentiu-y  been  allowed 
'  to  sell  and  transfer  them  to  th'.'ir  neighbours,  under  the  cnutrol  and  siipervi.--ion  of 

■  Lord  Ilupetoun's  local  aeents.     The  result  of  this  system  has  been  the  irregular  and 

•  pietiuosipie  character  of  the  village,  where  every  man  has  built  his  house  after  his 

•  own  idea?,  and  the  gi-een  and  cultivated  appearance  of  the  environs.    The  latter  is  in- 

•  deed  the  more  remarkable,  when  we  recollect  that  the  soil  around  Leadhills  is  of  the 

•  poorest  description,  and  that  this  village  i.s  situated  in  latitude  55'  28'  >r.  and  at  an 

■  elevation  of  nearlv  loUO  feet  above  the  sea.  In  spite  of  these  disadvantages,  above 
'  a  mile  s<]uare  has  been  reclaimed  from  b.irven  heath  siute  V'-li.  and  its  annual  pro- 

•  duce  ha?  been  calculated  at  not  less  that  KKDUO  stones  of  hay,  and  the  same  weight 

•  of  potatoes,  independent  of  a  small  .[uantity  of  oats.     These  yards  provide  the  winter 

•  fodder  f.r  the  cows  of  the  villagers  :  and  to  supply  their  summer  wants,  the  Company 

•  leases  an  adjoining  farm,  the  rem  of  which  is  di\-ided  among  the  miners  according  to 

■  the  nuu.ber  of  cows  kept :  and  the  expense  of  tiiis  averages  about  K.ls.  6d.  a-year  for 
'  each  cow.  In  addition  to  this,  nio.st  of  the  minors  purcha>e  in  the  siumuer  a  sheep 
'  or  hlidj.  which  they  fatten  on  their  yards,  and  kill  towards  the  end  of  the  year.    Pigs 

•  are  seldom  kept,  not  from  any  want  of  laeans  to  do  so,  but  from  other  causes.     Till 

•  a  very  recent  date,  a  Judaical  prejudice  against  the  u.<-  of  bacon,  as  food,  existed 

■  anions  the  peasantry  of  remote  districts  rS  Scotland,  from  which  Leadhills  was  not 

•  exoiupt.      Indopenderitly  <^f  this,  the  soil  is  impregnated  to  u  certain  extent  with 
minute  particles  of  leal  which  have  the  most  injurious  offects  on  the  lower  animals. 

•  and  to  their  noxious  influence,  a  grubbing  creature  like  a  pig  is.  of  cours(!.  peculiarly 
^  exposed.  For  the  s.ime  reason  ponliry  are  unknown,  while  dogs  and  cats  arc  le.-s 
'  numerous  than  in  otlior  places.  ^

James  Stirling  died  at  Edinburgh  on  5th  December  1770.  lie  married  Aliss  Wat- 
son, daughter  of  :Mr.  "Watson  of  Thirtyacres  near  Stirling,  and  left  an  only  dauiduer. 
Christian,  who  was  married  to  her  cousin,  Archibald  Stirling  of  Garden  (Y.)  She 
died  in  childbirth  of  her  only  son,   the  late  James  Stirling,  Esi|.  of  Garden.

This  lirancli  was  estiiijlished  about  the  cl<^f5C  i^t'  the  gixtoenth  century,  hy 
Sir  Archibald  Stirling-  uf  Kcir  (Xo.  XTII.2.),  wh<i  gave  Kippeudavio  and 
other  kinds,  liv  a  cliarter  dated  .")th  August  LVM}  to  his  third  sou  Archiljald. 
From  tliis  .-bx-hibahl  lia.s  descu-nded  a  nuinvrous  pi-ogeny,  several  of  wli. nn  liave, 
during  the  present  century,  acquin.-d  .separate  estates,  and  tbundiKl  distinct 
families.  On  IGth  April  T022,  Archi'oald  Stirling  of  Kiiipend;ivie  was  received 
and  admitted  a  burgess  and  guihl  brother  of  Stirling.-  He  manied  Jean, 
daughter  of  Sir  George  :\Iushet  of  Burnbank,  Knight.  Their  contract  of  mar- 
riage is  dated  21st  Xoveniljer  lt;i8.  Her  tocher  was  (l.iOO  merks  Scots.^ 
He  died  betv,-een  23rd  April  104.3  and  17th  Aiail  liJ4tJ.  leaving  two  sons  and 
five  daughters  — 1.  George.  By  the  will  of  Arcliibald  Stirling  of  Kippen-

The  first  nftliis  Branch,  wliich  contiuiiod  in  direct  male  .succession  fur  nearly 
three  coutnrios,  was  "William,  second  s^on  of  Sir  Juhu  Srr\-^-eiing  of  Keii-, 
Kni;.;Iit,  and  ^larpiret  Forrester,  his  spou.sc.  A  descendant  of  William  was 
created  a  haronet  in  the  reiu-n  of  Charles  II..  ami  that  title  continued  to  be 
enjoyed  hy  the  family  for  nearly  a  century  and  a  lialf  The  title  became 
extinct  by  the  failure  of  male  heirs,  althouo-h  the  tirst  baronet  was  the  eldest 
of  tlurty-onc  children,  and  one  of  his  brothers  lived  to  the  ripe  age  of  112. 

By  charter,  dated  lijtli  3Iay  l.')43.  James  Stirling-  of  Keir  gave  to  his 
bi-other-german.  William  Stirling-,  and  ^Marion  Sinclair  his  ^\ife.  and  the  chil- 
dren of  their  marriage,  which  failing  to  return  to  James  and  Ids  heii'S,  the 
lands  of  Glassingall  and  Daclde\nie.  in  the  barony  of  Keir.  AVilliam  Stirling 
was  thereafter  designated  of  Dachlewne. 

Clarion  Sinclair,  his  v.ii'e.  was  the  only  ilaughter  and  heiress  of  Ilcnry  Sin- 
clair of  Nether  Ardoch  and  Dvujulacothe  or  Drimdaeok,  and  Beatrix  Chisholrn 
his  v,ife,  who  received  an  original  fen-charter  of  tliese  lands  from  "William 
Chisholni.  Bishop  of  Duublane.  dated  ."ith  FLbniary  1.543.  Beatrix  Chisholrn 
also  received  a  charter  frum  lier  cousin  William  Chisholrn,  Bishop  uf  Dun- 
blane, nephew  of  the  former  bishop,  dated  oOth  June  15G"),  of  Chapel  Laud 
and  Watersyde,  to  hold  to  lier  in  lifei-ent,  and  to  William  Striveluig  of  Dal- 
lachlewin  and  Marion  Sinclair  his  spouse,  and  their  children  in  fee.

' '  Lilt,'  a  proof  of  the  elegance  of  his  genius,  as 
'  well  as  the  steadiness  of  his  love. 

'  When  tlie  artful  monk  thought  time  had  sulii- 
'  ciently  softened  Helen's  sorrow,  he  proposed  hini- 
'  =i-lf  as  a  lover.  Helen  was  obiUuate;  but  at  last 
'  overcome  by  tlie  persuasions  of  lier  brother,  with 
'  whom  slic  lived,  and  who  liaving  a  family  of 
'  thirty-one  cldldren,  was  probably  very  well  pleased 
'  l<i  gi-t  her  otf  his  hands,  she  submitted  rather  than 
'  consented  to  the  ceremony.  But  there  her  com- 
'  pliance  ended ;  and  when  forcibly  put  into  bed, 
'  siie  started  quite  frantic  from  it,  screaming  out, 
'  tliat  afi'T  llirce  gentle  taps  on  the  wainscot,  at 
'  the  bed  head,  she  heard  Cromlus's  voice,  crjiug, 
'•Helen,  Helen,  mind  me  I '  Cmmlus  soon  after 
'  coming  home,  the  treachery  of  the  conlidant  was 
'  discovered,  her  marriage  annulled,  and  Helen  be- 
'  car.ie  Lady  C'rotnlecks.'  This  account,  wliich  was 
fiirni>hi-d  by  Alexander  Fraser  TytliT  f>f  Wood- 
luniself'.  has  been  preserved  by  Burns  tbt:  poet,  in 
a  note  to  '(.'romiers  Lilt,"  in  an  inlcrleaved  volume 
<if  .Fohnson's  .Scots  Musical  Museum.  I'air  Helen 
of  Ardi'ch  was  not  a  daughter  of  the  Uiird  but  of  a 
youiigev  son.

In  implement  of  that  cnutract,  Henry  Stirling  of  Ardoch  granted  a  charter 
on  4th  June  1603,  to  William,  of  Over  nnd  Nether  Anloch.  Wiiham  Studiug 
in  1(;2].  sold  Gla>sin2:ill.  which  was  part  of  his  gvriudfather's  patrimony,  to 
xirchibald  Stirling  of  Kippeudavy.  He  was  retoured  heir  to  his  father  in 
lti2j!  as  already  stated,  from  which  it  a[)pears  that  his  father  died  in  Feb- 
ruary that  year.

Sir  AVilliam  was  succeeded  in  the  baronetcy  liy  his  yijimger  brother, 

VII.  2.  Sir  Tno^fAS  SiTitLixo,  f.econd  sou  of  Sir  Henry  (No.  VI.)  On 
the  death  of  his  brother  Sir  William,  without  male  issue,  he  became  the 
fifth  Knight  Baronet.  He  entered  tlie  army  in  1747,  and  rose  to  the  rank 
of  a  General  in  1780.  He  was  successively  Colonel  of  the  4'2nd  and  71st 
Regiments,  and  saw  much  scr\ice  in  America.  Ho  purchased  the  estate 
of  Strowan,  and  left  it  to  his  grand-nei)hew  Thomas,  second  son  of  Thomas 
Graham  of  Airth,  who  is  now  Thomas  James  Graham  Stirling  of  Strowan. 
Sir  Thomas  died  unmarried  on  Dth  ifay  1808,  wlieu  the  baronetcy  became 
extinct,  through  failure  of  the  heirs-male  of  the  body  of  Sir  Henry,  the  first 
baronet.

VIII.  AxxE  SxruLixa,  tldest  daughter  of  Sir  William  the  fourth  Baronet. 
She  was  born  July  .5,  17<n,  and  ser\-ed  heir  to  her  father  in  Ardoch  on  2(>th 
November  179'J.  She  was  married,  on  14tli  3Iarch  1778,  to  Captain,  after- 
wards Colonel  Charles  Moray  of  Abercairm.^  Aniic  died  on  May  22,  1820.

IV.  STIELIXCr  OF  CRAlGBARNAr.D.  XOW  CEAIGBAENET, 

IN  THE  PAFJSn  OF  CAMr?IE   AND  COUNTY  OF  STIRLING. 

The  StiiliuLCS  of  Crai.ul'armuJ  an?  V-tlievcil  to  1)0  an  early  Innncli  of  the 
house  of  Crtwder.  This  cniiiectiou  is  very  prMhnble.  both  fnau  the  relative 
positions  of  the  two  properties,  and  from  the  cirouuistance  that  members  of 
the  Craigbarnard  family  recognized  the  Stirliu.us  of  Keir  as  their  chief,  but 
no  evidence  has  l>een  found  of  the  exact  relationship  of  the  first  Stirling 
of  Craigbarnard  to  the  Hou-e  of  Cawder. 

Sir  John  Striveliugof  Ci-aiirl-arnard  was  a  person  f-f  distinction,  having  been 
compti-oller  of  the  household  to  King  James  lY.,  whoso  confidence  he  enjoyed, 
and  by  whom  he  was  knighted.  The  family  continued  hi  direct  male  descent 
for  nearlv  fcur  centuries.  It  is  now  represenrc<l  by  a  gallant  otlicer.  who  is 
descended  from  the  Stirling's  of  Craigbarnard  in  the  female  line,  and  who.  in 
the  male  line,  is  a  descendant  fr'jm.  if  not  at  present  the  male  reiaesentative 
of.  a  still  more  distinguished  race — th.^  Grahams.  Earls  of  T^fonteith  and  Airth. 

The  first  Stirling  of  Craigbarnard,^  whose  existence  is  proved  by  legal 
evidence,  is  — 

I.  John  Striytling  of  Craigliarnard.  who  is  a  witness  to  a  deed  in  14^8.- 
He  resigned,  in  HSD.  Craiubernard.  Balgrothrjueries,  Korfatrik,  Lenhhedis 
and  Balglas.  in  favour  of  J'>hu  Striiiehnu'.  his  eidust  son.  rescrWng  his  own 
liferent.  On  •2!ith  Mav  14>>7.  he  was  one  of  the  inrpiest  on  the  service  of 
William  Stirlincr.  as  heir  of  Sir  William  Stirlintr.  liis  father,  in  the  lands 
of  Letter.'  John  Striueliui:-  is  said  to  have  married  a  daughter  of  Gal- 
braith  of  Kilcrcuch.     He  «:Ui:u  after  -Jihh  July  14:>7.  uud  was  succeeded  by

In  that 
charter  lie  is  called  by  the  King  his  familiar  squire. ^  On  2(Uh  July  1497, 
John  Sti-iveling.  the  son  of  Jolm  Striwling  of  Cniigharna.nl,  and  ^te^vard  of 
the  King,  obtained  a  grant  of  the  keeping  of  Dinal'arton  Castle  for  nineteen 
years,  Avith  the  same  eniulvmaents  as  Robert  Lundie  of  Balgome  had  pre- 
viously.- In  an  indenture.  dat<.'d  Ut  ^May  1.3i>2.  this  John  Stirling  is  called 
'  ConaplroUar  to  our  Sonera ne  Lord.'-^  James  i\'.  appears  to  have  honoured 
Sir-  John  \vith  a  visit  at  Craigbarnard.  in  the  year  1.507.  as  in  the  accounts 
of  the  Lord  High  Trca^^urer.  luider  the  date  of  Dth  rel)ru;iry  of  that  year, 
there  is  the  tV/dowiug  entry  —  -Item,  that  nycht  in  Craigbarnard  to  the 
'  King  to  play  at  the  cartis.  x.\:iiii^■'  On  the  occasion  of  this  visit,  the  King 
held  a  court,  and  the  [)i;;ce  is  still  called  the  Courtliill.  On  22nd  Peoember 
1504,  George  Cam})ljell,  son  and  apparent  lieir  to  fJeorge  Campbell  of  Ces- 
nock,  granted  a  discharge  to  Ji)hu  Striueliug  of  Craii:])eTnard,  Knight,  of  war- 
randice of  the  lands  of  <^>uhitleys,  in  the  liailiary  of  Cuuinghame,  Avhich  had 
been  disponed  by  him  to  the  said  G-eorge  Campbell,  younger,  and  Jonet  ilont- 
gimiry  his  spou.-e.*  lie  oV»taiued  the  hauls  of  Glnrat  1)y  ciiarter.  from  Matthew 
Earl  of  Lennox,  dated  27th  May  1.508,"' and  which  was  c.nlirmed  In-  J.iiaes  IV. 
b^  charter,  dated  the  31st  of  tlie  same  month,  in  which  he  is  called  the  King's 
familiar  kniglit.  On  <!fh  June  1.508.  John  Striueliug  of  Craigbaraard.  Knight, 
granted  an  annualrent  of  twelve  mi-rks  aiul  ten  shillings,  from  his  lauds  of 
Craigliarnard  and  Glorat,  to  a  chaplain,  to  .siy  mass  in  the  church  of  Cam})sie 
and  in  a  chapel  foimded  in  his  place  of  Craigbarnard,  for  the  souls  of  John, 
his  wite,  and  many  others  specitied  in  the  grant.  The  chaplain  was  not  to 
be  allowed  to  keep  a  concubine  in  his  house,  under  pain  of  deprivation  of  his 
office.*'  Sir  Jcihn  Su-iveliug  married  Margaret  Abernethy,  eldest  daughter  of

Trie  dispositiiiii  by  Archibald  Stirling,  shows  how  licnom-ably  the  Keir  family 
had  acted  to  their  IdnsTuen  of  Craigbanut  iu  this  transaction.     It  l)ears  —

Crlorat  ill  l.")OS,  he  settled  them  on  his  second  son  William.  This  Williaiu.

other  for  seventeen  years.'  William  Sniuolin'j;  of  Glorat,  Amhew  Striueling 
of  Baidvcre.  and  other.s.  f.>und  surety  on  ath  December  1530,  to  appear  at  the 
justice-aire  of  Diunbart^n,  to  underiy  the  law  f  .r  interconuuuning  v.ith  Allan 
Hamiltoune  of  Bardowy  ami  othei-.s,  rebels,  and  at  the  horn  for  ait  and  part  of 
the  .slaughter  of  Alexander  Hamilton,  young  laird  (>f  Aiichiidiowy.^  William 
Striveling  vras  appointed  enraior  lo  .Mattliew  the  yoiniu'  Eiirl  of  Lennox,  bv  a, 
grant  undir  the  privy  m  ;ii  of  King  James  V..  dared  3>iil  August  1531.'*  and  he

hiru  and  his  successors,  keepers  of  Diuubartou  Cattle,  to  build  a  mill  ou  the 
lands  of  ^lurraeh.  wliieh  ])ertained  to  tlie  koe[)ing  of  Dumbarton  Castle.-' 
Like  his  master  John.  Earl  of  LeaDi.>x,  William  kStriveling  had  the  mis- 
fuitune  to  be  cruelly  slaughtered.  Thi.s  deed  was  d<.<ne  on  Good  Fridii}- 
1.534,  by  Humphrey  Galbraith  and  his  accomplices.  *  AVilliam  Striveliug 
being  employed  '  be  his  ^hijoty.  was  cruellie  slayiu  coming  from  Stirling  to 
'  Dimibartomi,  l>y  those  who  wes  houruled  out  for  that  end,  becaus  the  said 
'  William  did  take  the  Castell  of  Dumbarton  froui  those  who  vre.s  in  p-ossessiuu 
'  thereof,  and  did  possess  the  said  J.ihn  Earl  of  I.euiiox  therein.-^      He  i.-> 

said  to  have  married,  1st, Fleming,  second  daughter  of  3Ialcohn.  Loril

John  Striveling,  elder,  and  Cristall 
Sterling,  are  witnes>^es  to  these  receipts.^  George,  son  and  heir  of  William 
Strivelinij  of  Glorat,  had  a  crown-charter  of  the  lands  of  ilaius.  and  others, 
in  Dumliartonshire.  dated  24111  !May  I,j3tJ;  and  another  crown-charter  of  the 
lands  of  Glorat.  Baldorran.  Portnellan-halliday,  Capetli,  and  Park  of  Inchi- 
nane,  dated  15th  July  154(1.*  George  Sterling  had  also  a  charter  of  the 
lands  of  Kcppoch  from  Matthew,  Earl  of  Lennox,  on  IDfli  April  1544.'^  A 
process  of  -cursing'  was  raised  at  the  instance  of  Marion  Maxwell  of  Pollock 
against  'George  Striveliug  of  Glorat,  sone  and  aii-  of  umr|uhile  William 
'  Striveling  of  Glorat.' in  1542."  George  Striveliug  also  succeuled  his  father 
in  the  captaincy  of  Dumliart'.m  Castle.  He  luul  a  gift  of  the  uiBce  fi-om  King 
James  V.  at  Stuling.  on  13th  A[>ril  1534.'  This  gift  narraies  the  true  ser- 
vice done  to  the  King  and  his  fathci-  by  tlie  late  William  Stirling  and  his 
faflaer.  and  that  William  was  cruelly  slaiu  the  last  Good  Friday,  acting  for 
the  King  iu  his  charge  and  !^ervice.  In  the  month  following  this  grant,  King 
James  V.  addressed  a  letter  to  (icorge  Slirlin.a.  thanking  hiui  for  his  Lhligence 
and  good  service  done  to  the  King.  '  whereby  ye  coulil  have  done  us  nae  greater 

•  pleasour.'^ 

After  the  death  of  King  James  V..  Ma.tthew.  Earl  of  Lennox,  relm-ned  to 
Scotland  in  1543.  On  the  27th  of  January  of  that  year,  the  Earl  made  a  grant 
of  the  captaincy  of  Dunil)arton  Ca^^tlc  to  George  Stirling ;'  and  iu  the  year

west  coast  of  Scotland.     Tjtler  says  — 

•  Ho  next  directed  his  com-st!  to  DiirLiliartuu  Castle,  a  furtrcss  of  which,  as  the  kcv 

•  of  the  west  of  Scotland,  Henry  had  long,  but  iu  vain,  souglit  the  po.sjsession.     It  was 

•  the  property  of  Lennox,  and  being  e'lmmanded  by  Stirling  of  Ci-lorat,  one  of  his 

•  retainers,  to  whom  he  had  i!itru>tod  it  on  his  departure  fur  Euglaml.  he  did  not 

■  doubt  for  a  nuiinent  that  ir  wuidd  be  surrendered.     In  tliis.  however,  he  was  dis- 

•  appointed:  .Stirling  received  and  recognized  him  as  his  master,  but  the  brave  ban^n 

■  did  not  fnrget  his  higher  allegiance  to  his  sovereign.     The  first  mention  of  Iiis  givini; 

•  up  the  castle  to  Henry  was  received  with  a  burst  of  generous  iu'lignation ;   the  2:ir- 

■  rison.  taking  the  alarm,  rose  to  arms :  and  Lennox,  with  his  English  friends,  becom- 

•  ing  alarmed  for  their  safety,  were  glad  to  make  a  precipitate  retreat  to  their  ships." 

Disdaining  to  smxender  the  castle  t<i  Lennox,  and  uuwilUug  to  yield  it  to 
AiTan  in  the  critical  circumstances  ui  widch  he  was  placed.  Stirung  aj)iiears 
to  have  resolved  to  hold  the  castle  on  his  own  acenunt.  till  he  coidd  make  safe 
terms  with  the  Ilegeut.  After  withstanding  a  protracted  siege  hy  the  Fie^'ent 
for  many  months,  Stirling  was  enabled  to  enter  into  articles  of  agTeemcnt 
with  liiui  on  the  1st  of  April  Lldo.^  Tytler.  on  the  authority  of  Lesley, 
says,  that  George  Stirling,  for  a  high  reward,  was  indiiced  to  (K'li\er  the 
fortress  into  the  hands  of  the  Governor,  hut  these  artieU-s  of  agreement  do 
not  show  that  there  was  any  nnliiir  rc:\\aid  to  iuduee  the  agreement,  by 
which  Stirling  Avas  to  continue  captain  oi'  the  castle,  witli  consent  of  the 
Governor.  hi  the  m^'Uiorandum  submitted  to  the  Duke  of  Lennox  by  Sir 
Munii'o  StirUng.  grandson  of  George,  credit  is  claimed  foi-  Ids  having  per- 
formed Ids  part  of  the  mutual  ])ond  with  Lennox,  iu  kt  epiag  the  castle  fur  him  :

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Supii fitter  the  jiiiix'fiueiiT  with  the  Ixoavut,  Cxeorge  Stirluiir  roceived  t'vom 
him  a  fornuil  coimuission  to  ht-  captain,  onnstohk'.  and  keeper  of  the  castle.^ 

Various  persous,  wliose  lands  hail  lieeu  l;iid  waste,  aud  the  kindred  of  those 
who  had  lieen  slain  hy  (rc"ri:-e  8tirhii'^'  and  Ins  servants,  in  his  defence  of 
Diuiibartou  Ca>tle.  subserpient  to  tlie  death  of  James  Y..  brouu-ht  actions  of 
redress  a-'ainst  the  Captain  in  the  Court  of  Session.  A  letter,  in  tlie  name  of 
Queen  I\lary.  was  addr^'s^ed  by  the  Er-ent  in  1547  to  the  Lord  Chancellor,  the 
Lord  President,  aud  other  Lords  of  the  Session,  narrating:,  that  lie  had  agreed 
to  relieve  the  Captain  of  all  such  claims  in  the  arraug-oment  made  between 
them  for  the  surrender  (..f  the  castle  :  and  therefore  dischargins;  the  Lords  of 
Session  from  proceeditig  in  such  .suits,  and  desirin.cr  the  ^nirties  to  be  remitted 
to  the  Governor  for  redress,  contbrm  to  his  promise  to  StirlinLT--  This  was 
a  stretch  of  the  government  to  interpose  its  autliority  for  the  (plashing  of  legal 
proceechngs  other^^^se  than  in  the  diie  course  of  law.

ter of  Ballagau  shows,  that  William  of  Glorat  and  Walter  uf  Ballagan,  v.ere 
brothers-germau,  and  not  tatlier  and  s<.»n. 

I.  ^\'A].TEit  Striuelyng,  first  of  Ballugau.  'William  Strivelyng  of  Glorat 
granted  a  charter  on  5th  June  1522/  to  his  hr<!ther-german,  Walter  Striue- 
lyng  and  Eufame  Birshane,  his  spouse,  of  tlie  we>t  half  of  the  lands  of  Bal- 
lagau, extending  to  a  forty  sliilling  laud  of  uld  extent,  then  lying  in  the 
earldom  of  Lennox,  and  shire  nf  Dnmharton,  U>  he  lield  of  William,  for  six 
merks  Scots  and  foiu-  lu'lls  f.m-  pecks  tarm  bear  yearly.  Walter  and  Eufame 
were  infeft  of  the  same  date." 

•  Walter  Stryuelyng  of  Bavlagau'  granted  a  reversion,  without  date,  to  Ids 
•  derrest  bi-.xler  gcimane,  William  Stmielyng  of  Glorat,'  >if  the  Kirklands  oii 
Strathblane.-'  Walter  Striueling  of  Ballagano  was  curator  of  Andrew  Cunyng- 
hamc.  son  and  heir  of  the  deceased  Walter  Cunynghame  of  Blart|uheis,  on  25th 
October  15:35.Avhen  they  gTauted  a  precept  for  infefliug  Walter  Buch-iuhaTman 
of  Spittaill  and  Isabella  Cunyghame.  his  spouse,  in  the  lands  of  Blairwoike.^

The  Stirling?  of  Auchyll  are  stated  Ity  Crawford,  in  his  Remarks  on  the 
Ragman  Roll  to  be  descended  from  the  Stirlings  of  Cawder.  The  earliest 
proprietor  of  Auchyll  of  the  name  of  Stirling  who  has  been  discovered,  is  —

Esq..  o1)taine(l  a  Inievo 
fro7n  Cliaiicerv.  direeti-.l  to  tlie  sheriff  of  Edinburgh,  for  ]^rocuriii<.^  himself 
served  heir-ma!o  in  general  of  ITohcrt  Stii-ling  of  Bankeir  and  Lettjr.  or 
Lettyr-Stirling.  in  the  county  of  Stirling,  who  (hed  in  the  year  1537. 

The  claim  laid  before  the  ini|UOst,  set  forth  the  propinquity  of  the  claimant, 
who  prayed  tn  l)o  served  nearest  and  lawful  heir-male  in  general  to  the  said 
deceased  Robert  Stirling'  of  Bankc\T  and  Lettp-.  ■  my  great-great-great-great- 

•  great-grandfather,  who  died  in  the  year  1537;  and  whose  children,  in  a 
'  judicial  proceeding  after  liis  dcatli.  Iiefore  the  Lords  of  Council  and  Session, 

•  were  expressly  declared  t<>  be  next  in  succession  to  Janet   Stirling,  only 

■  daughter  an<l  heiress  of  Andrew  Stirling  of  Cadder,  failing  heirs  of  her  own 
"  body.' 

In  suji]ioit  of  this  claim,  the  claimant  submitted  to  the  jury  an  abstract  of 
the  dMCumcntary  evidence  of  bis  proj)iuquity.  This  abstract  was  divided  into 
two  parts,  the  first  coiitaiuiug  proofs  of  the  claimant's  descent  from  Eobert 
Stirling,  and  the  .second  containing  proofs  of  the  identity  of  that  ancestor  with 
the  Robert  Stirling,  whoso  cliildren  were  ilesij;ncd  by  the  heiress  of  Cawdcr 
next  in  succession  to  her.  t-iiling  heirs  of  her  own  bodv. 

When  the  claim  came  to  l>e  tried  before  the  Sheriff  of  Edinbiu'gh  and  a 
jury,  on  LSth  \\)v\\  1818.  Sir  Sanuiel  Stirling  of  Glorat.  Baronet,  who  ap- 
peared in  opposition  to  the  claim,  objected  to  the  consideration  of  that  part 
of  the  brieve  and  claim  wliich  related  to  the  declaration  of  the  heiress  of 
Oawder  in  favour  of  tlie  chiMren  of  Robert  Stirling.  The  Sheriti-.substitute 
sustained  the  "bjeclion.  and  pronounced  an  interlocutor,  finding.  ■  that  the 
''  elainx  cannot  go  to  the  jury  to  nny  otliL-r  elt'ecf  than  to  tliat  of  serving  the 

■  Claimant  nearest  and  la^vl'ul  hoir-malo   in  general"  to  Robert  Stirling,  who 

■  di(/d  iu  rlie  vear.  1537.' 
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The  jury  having  couiulered  tlie  claim  thus  rostrictoJ.  i-ci\xd  the  claiuiaut 
heir-male  in  general  to  Hubert  Stirling  uf  i?;aukeir  and  Lettyr. 

The  claimant  protested,  that  it  v>-as  still  competent  to  him  to  bring  forward 
the  second  la-anch  of  his  claim  in  another  shape ;  and  he  averred,  that  if  he 
succeeded,  it  woidd  then  follow.  '  that  tiie  chumaut  is  tlic  undoubted  rcpre- 
•  sentative  of  the  ancient  house  of  Cadder.' 

The  claunant  never  followed  out  his  protest,  or  carried  his  case  furthei- ; 
and  it  may  be  held,  that  he  tailed  to  establish  his  claim  to  l>e  heir-male  of 
the  Stirliu;;s  of  Cawder.

Catherine,  was  married  in  13().5  to  Sir  Alexander  Lindsay,  thiid  son  of  Sir 
David  Lindsay  of  Crawford.  Sir  David  Lindsay  of  Glenesk,  who  was  created 
Earl  of  Cra^\•ford  in  1398,  was  the  eldest  son  of  Sir  Alexander  Lindsay  and 
Catherine  Striviling.^  Lord  Lindsay  Siiys,  tluit 
•'  The  cognisance  of  the  Stirlings  of  Gloiic-ik  being  three  stars,  in  commr.u  with  the 

•  house  of  De  Moravia  and  other  northern  families  fthe  StWing.--  being  even  some- 
'  times  designed,  territorially.  De  3[oravia),  Sir  Alexander  differenced  his  paternal 
'  coat,  by  placing  a  star  in  the  dexter  chief  point,  or  upper  corner  of  the  shield.

•  mother  of  David,  first  Earl  of  Cnuvt'ord,  the  daughter  aud  heiress  of  Sir  John 
'  Striveline  of  Olenesk,  head  of  an  ancient  and  powerful  family,  \Yhose  arms  consisted 

•  solely  of  stars.    The  stars,  as  a  cherished  geutilitial  badge  or  emblem,  are  still  visibly 

•  sculptured  (together  with  the  Crawford  arms  proper)  upon  prominent  parts  of  the 

•  old  castle  of  Edzell.  which  lay  \vithin  the  barony  of  Glenesk.  They  hence  also, 
'  by  Scotch  practice,  became  what  wore  termed  the  •  feudal  arms '  of  the  barony, 

•  which  were  also  derived  froiu  rhv;   tirst   tenants  in  capite.   or  possessors  —  in   this 

•  instaace  undoubtedly  the  c^rrivolynes.^

'  They  were   loft   orphans,   and  the  fin-mer.   small  of  stature,   and   frreatly  defDiined 

■  in  body,  was  faiuiliarlv  known  by  the  diminutive  cognomen  of  '  Jackie  Stirliu.' 
'  Although  physieallv  defective,  he  enjoyed  excellent  health,  and  was  neither  Lmper- 
'  vious  to  the  softer  feelings  of  humanity,  nor  too  unseemly  for  the  kindly  eyes  of 

•  women,  by  one  of  whom,  the  lovely  daughter  of  a  neighboiu-ing  baron,  his  offer  of 
'  marriage  had  been  accepted.     This  was  altogether  contrary  to  the  wLshes  and  ex- 

•  pectations  both  of  his  sister  and  her  lover,  the  galljint  Sir  Alexander  Lindsay ;  and 
'  all  remonstrance  havinsr  failed  to  prevent  the  nuptials,  they  laid  a  deep  and  heartless 

•  scheme  for  his  overthrow;  and  one  evening,  while  taking  an  airing  alone  in  the 
'  wooded  defile,  he  was  pounced  upon  by  a  masked  assailant,  and  summarily  despatched 

•  at  a  place  still  pointed  out  a  little  to  the  iiorth  of  the  castle.     lie  was  buried  in  the 

•  fiuuily  sepulchre ;   and  manj*  old  people  believe,  that  amongst  the  broken  bones  with 

•  which  the  vault  is  so  profusely  stre^vn.  they  have  ot'cen  beheld  the  crooked  remains 

■  of  the  poor  luckless  knight."^

The  earliest  notice  oi  the  Stii-ling-s,  is  in  the  reigu  of  David  I.,  as  proprie- 
tors of  lands  on  the  Borders,  and  it  is  probable  that  branches  of  these  early 
Stirlinus  had  crossed  the  Border,  and  settled  on  the  English  side.  Amoni^ 
the  bnr.sesses  of  Borw-ick  who  swore  fealty  to  Edward  I.  in  1291,  were 
•  Adam  de  Striuelin '  and   •  Johannes  de  Striuelin.' 

Tliis  Sir  John  de  Striveling  was  connected  mth  the  count>-  of  Xorthiun- 
berland.  He  rose  to  j,Teat  irapurtance  by  adheriirg  to  the  English  side  dmiug 
the  cUsturbed  reign  of  Da\-i<l  II. 

In  133.5.  he  dhected  the  siege  of  Lncldeven  in  the  serdce  of  Baliol.  and 
was  appointed  hi  the  same  year  Sheritf  of  Edinbnrah,  and  keeper  of  the 
castle,  mth  the  power  .^f  receiving,  in  King  Edwards  name.  aU  Sc<»tchmen 
coming  t.^  his  faith  and  allegiance.^  In  1341.  he  was  appointed  in  cui- 
iunctii)n  ^nth  the  Bishop  of  Durham  and  Ralph  tie  Neville,  a  commis- 
sioner for  concluding  a  peace  u-ith  Dadd  II.  and  the  Scots,  and  he  was 
employed  in  a  similar  character  a'  intervals  for  several  years.-  In  i:m 
and  1345,  hu  w:is  Governor  and  Chamberlaiu  .-f  Berwick.'  pr..l)ably  at  that 
time  the  most  important  niiUtaiy  trust  under  the  Crown.  In  134t;  he 
attended  the  King  in  his  French  exnediti.ni.^  In' the  end  of  that  year 
(27th  February),  he  was  again  a  commissioner  for  treatuig  with  •  all  and 
'  siimhy  the  Kmg's  adversaries  of  Scotland,  whether  Scots  or  English,  wlw 
■•  are  w-iUing  to  come  to  the  faith,  of  the  King,'  and  on  the  same  day, 
the  King,  for  his  g..u,l  and  lau.lal'le  service.  In'stowcd  upon  him  in  e.mi- 
pensation  of  three  hundred  p-und  l.iud>  uhicli  he  had  promised  to  give  him 
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in  Scotliinct  Ftiulden   ;ind  nil   I'tlier  lands   t'ui-ieited   by  Willaui  de  Ramsay 

—  Loiiglihorward.  forfeited  liy  David  de  la  Have;  Ecisselyn  by  John  de 
Seyncler ;  Ratlien  by  the  8tewaid  of  Scotland;  and  Lastalrig  by  Job  a  de 
Lastalrig.  In  134t5,  lie  accompanied  Baliol  in  his  expedition  inti>  Scotland, 
bringing  ^\ith  him  twenty  uien-at-arms.  of  wlRini  cue  was  a  banneret,  two 
were  knights,  and  seventeen  esi^nires,  -wiih  twenty  mounted  boMTiien.'
